WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—From time to time the 
pli soldiers of the eountry ere likely to hear 
from the men who fell with ’anner, and who 
have incurred the displeasure of the Adminis. 
tration of Mr. Harrison because they permitted 
themselves to be rerated and gladdened with 
arrears. The disposition of these men is up, 
mistakably wicked. If they have their way 
and their criticisms take effect, Gen. Harrison’s 
Administration will be more unpopular with 
the soldiers than thatof bis predecessor, but 
upon very different grounds. The Indiana 
speakers on the Republican side assured their 
bearers, a year or two ago, that the Adminis- 
tration would be freehanded. Tanner supposed 
that Harrison meant what all the speakers had 
said, and he tried his level best to carry out the 
Indiana promises. : 

Dr. William M. Goodlove, who was one of the 
surgeons to fall with Tanner, has defende d him 
in aletter. It ought tointerest all soldiers who 
were led to believe that this was to be an ad- 
ministration for the old soldier. Dr. Goodlove 
justifies his own rerating, by which he secured 
an advance of $1 a month, and he gives a num 


ber of cases out of the report of Secretary No- 
ble’s committee which, he thinks, were properly 
rerated. Having set forth the particulars of 
those deserving cases, he says: 

‘“*Gentlemep of the committee, this sort of: work 
will bot do, Your pretty little court is fortunately 
not a tribunal of last resort. Without doubt your 
acts and this whole matter wili be thoroughly in- 
vestigated by Congress before a committee that 
will not conduct its operations secretiy nor stab 
honorable men and faithful soldiers in the dark. 
I notice this impartial committee, in their eager- 
ness to ‘down I'anver,’ donot publish the list of 
Pension Office employes rera under Gen. Black's 
administralion. If they were as anxious as they 
profess to throw all possible light on this question 
they might also have | egg along list of cases 
ot reratings under Gen. Black, which would have 
included men of both political parties high in offi- 
cial public circles, as well as others more incon- 
spicuons. 

“ My official position brought me in daily rela- 
tions with Gen. Black, and 1 do not hesitate to say 
that he was always just and liberal tothe soldiers. 
When brought te his attention, he never hesitatea 
to feariessiy correct an injustice or do the proper 
thing by the soldiers, Far as I kuow, he was never 
interfered with or reprimanded for so doing by his 
official superiors. Retaining my osition when the 

resent Administration came into power, my course 

hn fixing ratings or reratings never deviated from 
that I pursued under the former Administration. I 
am proud of what I did, aadam ready to stand or 
fall by my record. 

‘* With Commissioner Tanner’s fight I have noth- 
ing to do. believe and know that no man ever 
presided over the Pension Bureau who tried harder 
to dv his whole duty to his Government, his 
superiors, and the pensioners than didhe. Itis 
notorious that insubordination, spying, and tale- 
bearing were evcouraged among his employes by 
his superiors. His hands were tied, and it is small 
wonder that he should fail. In demolishing him 
however, I do not propose that the committee of 
thres shall demolish me also, or that the Repub- 
liean Party shall continue to masquerade as the 
only frienas of the soldiers when, if this report is 
to inferentially believed, I was dismissed for 
exercising the same liberality toward them that I 
did under a Democratic Administration.”

Some of “‘ Al’ Daggett’s friends are chuckling 
over the failure of what they look upon as a 
trick played by the good Mr. Wanamaker in the 
hope of getting away from Daggett the con- 
tract for furnishing the Government with post- 
al ocuras. The contract went into effect on 
Oct. i, little more than a month after it was 
awarded. There was so much delay and un- 
certainty about the matter, after the bids were 
opened, that the Brooklyn panes was not 
sure of the contract untilit had been actually 
sizned, sealed, and delivered. He therefore 
bought no machinery until after the contract 
‘was in his possession, and the lst of the month 
found him behind in his preparations, 

Under the terms of the old contract the ma n- 
ufacturer was obliged to have at least one 
month’s supply of cards constantly on hand, 
and more than this supply were held Oct. 1 by 
the retiring contractor at Castleton. Jnstead 
of calling for these cards the Post Office Depart- 
ment began promptly on the lst sending requi- 
sitious for cards to Contractor Daggett. ne 
first order was for 250,000 cards, and they were 
easily supplied. A day or two later 
the department called for 750,000 cards, 
and other large orders followed in rap- 
id succession. Daggett, according to his 
friends, was very nearly “floored,” but he 
rolied up his sleeves, hired all the extra help he 
had room for, worked night and day, and filled 
all the orders Witheut intimating to the depart- 

,Inent that hs was hard pushed. Finally he re- 
ceived word that for the balance of the month 
the department would draw upon the former 
contractor’s supply, and Daggett took time to 

. breathe. 

He has been in Washington several days and 
has drawn money due for the first month of his 
contract. His friends express the belief that, 
hud he failed to meet the Postmaster General's 
aemands, his contract would by this time have 
been turned over to other would-be contractors 
whose headquarters are in Philadelphia.

Seoretary Noble has written a letter to Gen. 
Fairchild, Chairman of the Cherokee Commis- 
sion, In which he virtually serves notice upon 


the cattle men who have leased from the Indi- 
ans lands within the Cherokee outlet, partic- 
ularly the cattle syadicate known as the Chero- 
kee Strip Live Stuck Association, that they 
must vacate the lands, with their property, on 
or before June 1, 1890. He states that since 
that association discovered that the Govern- 
ment is endeavoring te secure the lands from 
the Indiaus tor settlement by agriculturists it 
hus attempted to outbid the Government by 
offering to lease the 7,000,000 acres of land 
invoived at extravagaut rentals which it could 
not afford to pay, in all probability, namely, 
$200,000 a year for tive years, $400,000 a 
year for the next tive years, and§$720,000 a 
yeur for the third five years). The Govern- 
ment is willing to pay about $7,000,000, 
which, invested at 5 per cent., will give the 
Indians $350,000 per annum, a revenue 
from the lands which could not be obtained 
during fifteen years as the result of so preca- 
rious @ business as cattle raising. The Secre- 
tary quotes court decisions showing the Govern- 
ment’s right to expei the cattlemen, declares it 
wil not be forestalied in the matter, and gives 
the Indians clearly to understand that they 
must not attempt to trifie witn the Govern- 
ment, with an intimation that if they did the 
discovery might be made that the Government 
had, after all, a better right to the lands than 
the Cherokees. 

Messrs. Behr and Steiner’ of New-York re- 
cently wrote to the Secretary of the Treasury 
calling in question the propriety of the depart- 


inent’s instructions of July 17, preventing the 
entry of mixed Merican lead-silver ores and 
requiring the value of the lead in such ores to 
be estimated at the New-York market price, 
less 1 cent per pound. Acting Secretary Batch- 
elier bas ioformed them that the instruc- 
tions were carefully considered before pro- 
mulgation, and that no good reason 
is now perceived for changing them, the depart- 
ment being of the opinion that Congress, in 
legisiating upon ore, haa reference to ores in 
their native statc—as in the mines—and not to 
ores mechanically prepared and cunningly 
mixed for the purpose of evading duty. He says 
thut the dedaction of 1 cent per pound from the 
New-York value of lead is a tair basis for aeter- 
mining its Mexicano value.

AGAINST KAYMOND. 





SOME DAMAGING EVIDENCE IN HIS TRIAL 
FOR ARSON. 


NEW-BRUNSWICE, N. J., Oct. 29.—There was 
much testimony to-day in the case of John C. 
Raymond, who is accused of a long series of 
arsons and is now answering the last charge, 
the burning of the Adrian Institute at Iseliu. 
Raymond is defended by Courtlandt Parker of 
Newark and Judge Woodbridge Strong and Alan 
Strong of this city. 

The first witness was John A. Hutchinson, 
who had sold Raymond the house. He said that 
he made the sale for $5,000, and that, at Ray- 
mond’s request, the consideration was placed 
in the deed at $17,000. Raymond had not paid 
anything, but gave a mortgage for $5,000 on 
the property and a collateral mortgage on an- 
other property for $1,000. Messrs. Leffert & 
Kief of Brooklyn, lawyers, said that they man- 
aged the transfer for Mr. Hutchinson, and that 
their suspicions had been aroused by Ray- 
mond’s actions and the inabiiity to zget Mrs 
Bouton present, and they refused to accept his 
mortgages. ‘Their client afterward accepted 
them. 

The most important witness of the day was 
John Leeper, who had been Raymond’s con- 
fidential clerk, and who saia he had been asked 
by Raymond to set fire to the house. ‘Ihe house 
had been insured for $17,000, and Leeper testi- 
tied that he had, at Raymond’s request, nego- 
tiated four of the policies. He had piaced them 
in domestic companies, but Raymond objected 
to this, and told him to take~them back and 
have them putin English companies, as it was 
easier to get the Money from them in case of a 
tire. The mortgage of $5,000 was then on the 
house, and afterward another in favor of Mary 
Joy, whom no one has been able to find, and 
who is supposed to bea fictitious person, was 
put on the property, Raymond saying that 1t 
would bind the companies in case of a fire. 

On the day before the fire Raymond and 
Leeper went to Iselin, and here Raymond got 
four bags ana filled them with hay. Leeper 
asked him what he was going todo with them, 
but he would not say. Later, however, he got 
the watchman out of the way, and then he asked 
Leeper to set fire tothe house. The man re- 
fused, he said, because it was too risky, but 
afterward Raymond again asked him to do the 
job, offering him $400 for the work. 

**I positively refused to do it,” said Leeper, 
‘telling him that I wouldn’t place myself in 
danger of State prison for him or any one else. 
He said he had had low of fires before and none 
of them had been investigated, and this would 
not be either, but I wouldn’t doit. Then he 
began to- inquire tn an Off-handed way of Mc- 
Gregor, the Watchman, as to whether'he slept 
sound. The man said he did not. 

**Would you shoot,’ asked Raymond, ‘if you 
heard any one in the bouse?’ and McGregor 
said he would. When the watchman had left 
the room,” continued Leeper, “ Raymond said 
he would have to get his revolver. He sent me 
tor it and I prought it down stairs. We sat up 
till 1:30, and then Raymond saia thatif the 
job was done it must be done then, ana _he left 
the room. When be came back he said he would 
go to his room and then i must wake him and 
‘Tom the watchman, asifI had just started the 
fire. I did so, and by that time the flames were 
beyond control.’”’ 

Leeper gave many other details of the affair 
and told how he and Raymond had waiked to 
take the early train at Metuchen, telling Mc- 
Gregor that they were going to send on the 
Metuchen fire engine. 

The case will go on to-morrow. 





NOI A REVOLUTIONIST. 


GEN. BARRUNDIA DENIES THE REPORTS 


FROM GUATEMALA. 


City oF MEXICO, Oct. 29, via Galveston.— 
Gen. Barrundia, who, as stated in a dispatch 
from Guatemala received yesterday, was said 
to be at the head of a revolutionary party in 
the mountainous district bordering on the state 
of Chiapas, has been a resident of this city for 
the last two years. Upon learning of the rumor 
connecting his name with the alleged revolu- 
tion, Gen. Barrundia called on the representa- 
tive of the Associated Press here and denied 
that he was engaged in any movement such as 
was indicated in the Guatemala dispatch. Said 
he: 

“Tam retired from active politics, and all 
rumors to the contrary are faise. Iam going 


to Oaxaca to receive my family, who are en 
route trom Guatemala. Ihave heard of the 
revolution, but have no details. Neither Mexi- 
cau Officials nor New-York merchants are cona- 
cerned in my aftairs.”’ 

The General would speak no more on the sub- 
ject. Ata late hour last night he had a confer- 
ence with President Diaz. 


Jacob Baiz, Guatemalan Consul in this city, 
received a cablegram yesterday from the Guate- 
malan Minister of Foreign Affairs saying: 


“Contradict reports of revolution in Guate- 
mala. <A riot occurred in Mataquescuintia 
Department, Santa Kosa, which was completely 
quelled in three days, and perfect peace pre- 
vails.” This riot Mr. Baiz believes to be the 
“revolution” reported. The story, he thinks, 
was made out of whole cloth, for no such re- 
pert some possibly reach Mexico in less than 
ten days. 

He said any such report from Mexico should 
be looked upon with suspicion, for they gen- 
erally emanate from the colony of Guatemalan 
exiles settled there. The story was probably 
started by them for the purpose of affecting the 
credit of the country while negotiations are 
pending with a French syndicate fer the con- 
struction of the Northern Railroad. Gen. Bar- 
rundia, the alleged revolutionary leader, was 
Minister of War under President Barrios, and 
upon the latter’s death he aspired to the Prest- 
dency, but was defeated and afterward exiled 
for revolutionary utterances. He went to 
Mexico, where he now resides, although he has 
once visited his native country, and while 
there was well treated and given quite a sum of 
money upon his departure. corn 

Juan N. Navarro, Consul General of Mexico, 
was seen at his office, and said he had heard 
nothing of the affair except in yesterday’s 
papers. He placed no credence in the reports, 
which, he said, were always exaggerated. Had 
any revolution occurred he surely would have 
heard of it officially.

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DAVITTS LONG DEFENSE 


DENYING CHARGES AGAINST 
THE LEAGUE, 
ASSERTING WILLFUL GARBLINGS OF 
AMERICAN STATEMENTS—THE SOCJAL 

CONDITION OF IRELAND. 


LONDON, Oct. 29.—Mr. Michael Davitt re- 
sumed his address before the Parnell Commis- 
sion to-day. Hereferred to the action of the 
Chicago convention as disproving the asser- 
tion that the Clan-na-Gael was actively allied 
with the League. The authors of the articles 
on ‘‘ Parnellism and Crime,” which were print- 
ed in the London Jimes, he said, willfully invent- 
ed and garbled quotations from American 
papers. ~ 

He admitted that the expressions of some of 
the speakers at Chicago were bitter against 
England. But the convention was held during 
the period when the League was under the ban 
of suppression, when a number of prominent 
members of the Parnellite party were in prison, 
and when force had crushed out the constitu- 
tional movement. Hence the speakers were 
laboring under great excitement. The “ Par- 
nellism and crime” liars’ catechism distorted 
everything relating to the movements of the 
Irish in America. He instanced as a baseless 
lie the statement that he met the chiefs of 
the American assassination party while in the 
United States ana coneerted with them to form 
the Irish Federation, and that Mr. Parnell as- 
sisted in this scheme. He (Davitt) had. often 
repuaiated the policy of révenge advocated by 
the extremists in America. 

Mr. Davitt also said that many erroneous re- 
ports were current respecting the Clan-na-Gael, 
which organization, he said, was not an assas- 
sination society, nor &Bny more a secret society 
than was the order of Freemasons in Great 
Britain. 

Mr. Davitt dwelt at great length upon the 
social condition of Ireland to show that the 
agrarian outrages committed from 1879 to 1882 
were due to the social conditions of the coun- 
try and to economic causes, and not to his 
teachings or to the work of the Land League. 
He stated that he organized the League with 
the object of abolishing landlordism. This, he 
held, was a perfectly legal and constitutional 
end to work for. The means employed were con- 
stitutional. He denied that the Irishtown meet- 
ing at which the League was started was organ- 
ized by Fenians with an ulterior object. any 
of those present at the meeting wore Fenians, 
but then they only acted as farmers and radical 
land reformers.

THE TUNISIAN QUESTION. 

PaRIs, Oct. 29.—The Journai des Débats de- 
nies that Prince Bismarck suggested that a 
French protectorate should be estabiished over 
Tunis. It says that M. Waddington, Lord Salis- 
bury, and the late Earl of Beaconsfield consid- 
ered the Tunisian questioh at the Berlin con- 
gress in 1878. France then strongly felt the 
taking of the island of Cyprus by England. 
By this action it seemed to her that the equi- 
librium of the Mediterranean had been de- 
stroyed to France’s disadvantage. Lord Salis- 
bury said that the presence of France on’ the 
shores of Algeria with a military force would 
enable her at an opportune moment to make 
her influence decisively felt in Tunis. There 
was, therefore, a formal entente between 
France and England with regard to Tunis, 
while Prince Bismark did not objeot. 

France, however, was desirous of sparing the 
feelings of Italy and waited three years with- 
out Changing the situation, only requiring that 
the status quo should be maintained. France 
did not desire’ to go to Tunis, but could not 
allow any political influence to be exercised 
there ou an equality with ber own, as her poal- 
tion in Algeria would thus be compromised. 
France discreetly but plainly warned Italy, 
when she saw the latter’s colonial aspirations 
were directed toward Tunis, but her warnings 
were not heeded. The writer, in conclusion, 
says: *“ Would it not be better to bury in the % 
re everything tending to divide Italy and 

rance, and to seek in the present closer unity 
between the two nations ?” ‘ 


EUROPE’S ARMED PEACE. 

BERLIN, Oct. 29.—The Reichstag to-day dis- 
cussed the budget. Herr von Maltzaher, Sec- 
retary of State for the Imperial Treasury, said 
that the customs duties promised an increase 
of 40,000,000 marks. It was expected that ex- 
penditures in addition to those already an- 
nounced would be required for the army. No 
matter how much confidence was felt in the 
continuance of peace, the means to maintain 
the strength of the army ané enable the coun- 
try to face every contingency could not be left 
out of consideration. 

A bill has been introduced in the Bundesrath 
empowering Prince Bismarck to grant a conces- 
sion to German contractors for a monthly 
steamship service to East Africa. The bill pro- 
vides that the subsidy to the line shall be 900,- 
000 marks annually, but that the maximum 
period for the payment of the subsidy shall not 
exceed ten years. It further provides that 
Prince Bismarck ehall select the ports at which 
the steamers shall call

FATAL RAILROAD WREOK. 


PASSENGER AND FREIGHT TRAINS IN 
COLLISION AND TWO LIVES LOST. 


Des MOINES, Iowa, Oct. 29.—Passenger train 
‘No. 4 on the Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad 
collided last night near Glendale with a west- 
bound freight train. The accident occurred 
within five miles of Council Bluffs at 10:15 
o'clock. The engine and the express, baggage, 
and smoker were burned. James Pullen, the 
engineer on the passenger train, was killed, and 
an Italian named Ansol Gillot was burned in 
the wreck. 

J. Opey, traveling engineer of the Milwaukee 
Road; 8. F. Stuart, express messenger; James 
Ryan, and Grennio Cosechgnano were slightly 
injured. 

The engineer and fireman on the freight train 
and the fireman on the passenger jumped be- 


fore the trains came together and escaped with 
a few bruises. 4 

The Milwaukee passenger train left Council 
Bluffs five minutes late, with orders to meet 
the freight train at Glenn Park switch. The 
conductor passed the orders to Engineer Pullen, 
who seemed to read them understandingly. 

The Rock Island train (No. 6) left on time and 
the two trains ran along together at the regular 
schedule time. The passengers of both trains, 
where the tracks were parallel, enjoyed the 
seeming race, 

After passing Glendale switch a mile the pas- 
sengers of the Rock Island saw the flash of a 
headlight in front of the Milwaukee engine and 
almost simultaneously a crash, the hissing of 
steam, and a huge pile of cars and débris, which 
had caught fire and was in flames before the 
Rock Island had stopped and returned to tender 
assistance. 

Engineer Pullen’s fireman states that they 
saw the headlight of the freight train at the 
same instant, and he asked Pullen why he did 
not stop at Glendale. Both jumped, and the 
nextinstant the trains came together. Assist- 
ance arrived from Council Bluffs promptly and 
the wounded were cared for.

FOR BALLOT REFORM. 


AN ENTHUSIASTIC MASS MEETING 
NEWARK LAST NIGHT. 


NEWARK, N. J., Oct. 29.—The first of the series 
of mass meetings in this city in favor of the 
seeret ballot at the polls was held to-night in 
the Newark Acadewy of Music and was a suc- 
cessful one. There were nearly two thousand 
people in the audience and they cheerea them- 
selves hoarse. 

Mr. Henry George, the first speaker, advised 
his hearers to vote only for those candidates on 
the State and Legislative tickets who were 
pledged to ballot reform. 

“Let all your votes tell,” he said, “and let 
them tell in favor of the Australian ballot. It 
is the only instrument, this secresé ballot, you 
can use to break up machine rule in this coun- 
try. There has been too much buying up of 
citizens’ votes here in New-Jersey. A pure bal- 
lot is the only true basis of sound democratic 
republicanism.” 

Atone portion of Mr. George’s address the 
applause was peculiarly significant. ‘ Break 
up the tyranny of party machines,” he de- 
clared, “throw off the yoke of the political 
bosses, a and low, and the era of reform in 
the United States can be fairly said to have be- 
gun. New-York has twice voted for ballot 
reform, but the measure has béen vetoed by the 
Governor. ButIdo not believe that, if New- 
Jersey move forward, Hill or no Hill, New- 
York will be slow to follow.” 

Erastus E. Potter of Morris County, an un- 
usually effective speaker on the labor question, 
in the course of a fervent appeal for ballot 
reform, declared that he ‘‘would vote for 
Grubb for Governor, because he had openly 
pledged himself to baliot reform.” . 

To-night’s meeting has caused the politicians 
some uneasiness, he cry of ballot reform is 
becoming a shibboleth., A new independent 
anh has arisen and may become a power.

STEAMSHIP POST OFFIOES, 


BOSTON’S POSTMASTER FAVORING MR. 
WANAMAKER’S SCHEME. 


Boston, Oct. 29.—Postmaster Corse, who is a 
Democratic hold-over, said to-day of Post- 
master General Wanamaker’s proposition to 
establish Post Offices on the various lines of 
steamships which ply between the ports of the 
United States and foreign countries: 

“During my last visit to Washington the Post- 
master General mentioned the matterjto me, and 
I am a warm advocate of the movement. I be- 
lieve that the duty of every Post Office official 
isto study the needs of his community and 
bring the mail system of our country to as 
high a standard as possible. With the new 
system of handling foreign mail Boston 
merchants will receive their mail about twenty- 
four hours earlier than they do now. The duties 
of tne New-York office would be lightened and 
the Western cities would also be Wenetited by 
the change. Under the present condition, on 
arrival of a foreign mail in New-York, all the 
clerks have to devote their time to the sorting 
up of the foreign mails. Of course, they have 
to abandon all other work and somebody has 
to suffer. ; 

“ The expenses attached to the system would 
be trifling compared with the benefit which the 
business community would derive from it. We 
have made many improvements lately in the 
transportation of foreign mail, but there is lots 
of room for improvement.” 

The amount of foreign mail from Boston is 
constantly on the increase. The Superintend- 
ent says that the mailis heaviest in midsummer 
and Christmas time. He is heartily in accord 
with the movement. Forthe week ending Oct. 
26 there were sent from the Boston Post Office 
31 bags of letters and 46 bags of papers, all of 
which went by way of New-York.

| USE FOR THE MONEY SUPPLIED FROM 


OUTSIDE—THE RIDICULOUS 
OF A DUAL GOVERNMENT. 


RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 29.—It has just leaked 
out that Mahone’s relianee in carrying this elec- 
tion was to buy up weak Democratic judges of 
election.

PrITTsBURG, Oct. 29.—George Westinghouse of 
this city has just concluded the purchase of 
some valuable copper mines in Washington 
Camp, Arizona, the production of which will be 
used at the works of the Westinghouse Electric 
Company. Anapplication for the charter of 
the Duquesne Mining and Reduction Company 
will be made te the Governor un Nov. 20, and 
this company will operate the mines in Ari- 
zona.

The electric company uses several million 
pounds of copper every year in the manufaot- 
ure of electrical machinery, and by having its 
own mines the saving in the cost of copper will 
amount to a considerable sum each year. Itis 
also intended to get beyond reach of the pro- 
posed Lake Superior copper syndicate. The 
mine will give employment to about three hun- 
dred men. Charlies A. Ashburner, the geologist, 
will leave for Arizona next Thursday and per- 
sonally superintend the work of starting the 
operation of the mine. ;

GOV. FORAKER’S DEFEAT LOOKED UPON 
AS CERTAIN. 


CoLumBus, Ohio, Oct. 29.—The Hon. James 
E. Neal, Chairman of the Democratic State Ex- 
ecutive Committee, talked to-night in an en- 
couraging manner and exultingly claimed the 
election of his favorite candidate for Governor.

Ifso, why do they cono that 
he will be scratched by 10,000 Republican 
voters? Perhaps they do think they have a 
show for the Legislature, and Gov. Foster bases 
his opinion in this regard largely on his own 
personal work. I must admit his efforts have 
been somewhat effective. I know what 
he has been doing, and theugh he is 
shrewd and careful, his tracks have not in all 
Places been covered, and some of his lieuten- 
ants who have visited the close counties have 
not taken too much pains to conceal their an- 
tipathy for Foraker. They make it plain that 
an exchange of favors would be agreeable. Gov.

A GREAT IRON INDUSTRY CRUSHED OUT 
BY THE TARIFF, 


Boston, Oct. 29.—The orippling effect of the 
present tariff upon New-England industries is 
well illustrated by the recent sale of the great 
Norway Iron Works of South Boston to a syn- 
dicate, who purpose moving them immediately 
to the West. It is asad but telling fact that 
these great iron works, the pride of Boston, the 
finest in the East if not in the country, costing 
upward of $1,000,000, should be closed ouf and 
removed from this section. During the brief 


life of these mills they paid upward of $3,000,- 
000 in dividends. They gave employment to 
several hundred people, creating a city of in- 
dustry themselves. 

It is not given out just yet where these mills 
are going. The locality, however, will be either 
Peoria or Reed City, Ill., or Des Moines, Iowa, 
as the parties owning them have large interests 
in each of these Western towns. Wherever 
they go they will make an iron city, which 
always means surroundings of great and aceu- 
mulating prosperity. Their gain will be New- 
England’s loss. it will take from seventy-tive 
to one hundred 20-ton cars to carry this ma- 
chinery, and in a few weeks it will be carried 
in solid trains out of the State.

NEWARK, N. J., Oct. 29.—For some time 
past Truant Officer Haynes has been puzzled 
to know what to do with Frank, the seven- 
year-old son of Peter Lynch of 114 Broome- 
street. The Rev. Father White of 8t. Bridget’s 
Church notified the authorities several days 
ago that the boy was a truant who spends 
all of his days roaming the streets ana all 
of his evenings around the theatre doors. In- 
quiry made to-day revealed the fact that his 
mother is a Catholic, who will not permit him 
to go to a public school, and his father a 
Protestant, who will not allow him to attend 
parochial school. Between the two he went to 
no school at all. 

Justice Rodrigo, before whom he was ar- 
raigned, remanded him to the custody of his 


parents on their promising to look after him 
properly. ’ 





ANYTHING TO BEAT THE DEMOORATS. 

ELIZABETH, Oct. 29.—The Republicans of 
Union County are going to make a determined 
effort to wrest control of the First and Second 
Assembly Districts from the Democrats, and to 
this end have nominated their very strongest 
candidates, Messrs. Voorhees and Benjamin. 
Itis said that there will be no lack of the sin- 
ews of war, and that “ boodle” will be poured 
freely into the wards of this city which are 
strongly Democratic in hopes of largely cutting 
down that party’s majority, so that it can be 
overcome by the pluralities in the Republican 
wards and townships.

HE WANTSTHE MONEY BACK 


A BELGIAN’S SUIT AGAINST 
EX-SHERIFF BUWE. 

_.A SOMEWHAT REMARKABLE STORY IN, 

WHICH THE POPE AND THE KING 

OF BELGIUM ARE CONCERNED. 


There is at present pending in the United 
States Circuit Court a suit against ex-Sheriff 
Peter Bowe, the last action to date in a course 
of litigation of greatinterest. It is prought by 
Johnes & Willcox, attorneys,at 50 Broadway, 
for Leon Bernard, a fugitive from Belgian jus- 
tice, and at présent Professor of Languages in & 
prominent Catholic educational institution in 
England, for the recovery of some $600,000, 
which, it is alleged, was wrongfully pala over 
by ex-Sheriff Bowe to the Belgian Chief of 
Police. The story of the litigation and the in- 
| cidents out of which it grew are dramatic in 
| the extreme. Ex-Sherift Bowe is defenced by 
Commissioner of Police Charles F. MacLean. 

Previous to 1879 Edmond Joseph bumont 
was Bishop of Tournai,in Belgium. The dio- 
cese was not supposed to be wealthy, for the 
Belgian law prohibited the possession of large 
funds by such institutions and provided tor 
their escheat to the crown when discovered 
But Bishop Dumont was actually in possession, 
surreptitiously on accountof the law, of money, 
Government bonds, and other giltedged secu- 
rities of the value of close upon 8,000,000f, 


This he held as an episcopal fand, the roraty 
of the diocese, but without record and subject 

only to the superior control of the Pope. in 

December, 1879, Bishop Dumont received notice 

from Rome of his removal from the episcopal 

office and of the appointment of Isidore Joseph 
Durousseau in his place. He resisted the Pope’s 

orders and is supposed to have appealed to 

Leopold II., King of thé Belgians, for protec- 

tion and to have disclosed the possession of the 
great wealth. While absent from the episcopal 
palace on the night of Dec. 28, 1879, the palace 
was foroibly entered by the prelates and emis<« 
saries of Duroussean, who broke inte Dumont’s 
private office, opened two large safes in which 
oe money and securities were stored,and seized! 
them. 

The story as told by Johnes & Wilcox, at< 
toroeys for Bernard, is that the money waq 
given to Bernard, who was Durousseau’s pri- 
vate secretary, by direction of the Pope through 
Durousseau, and he was ordered to take it ont 
of the country and keep it safe from the seizure 
and possession of the Belgian King. Bernard 
fled to England and thence to Quebec, with the, 
Belgian police in lively pursuit. Bernard de-' 
posited 1,800,000f. of the money in safe deposit 
vaults in Montreal and sent a lawyer named 
Goodhue to Brussels to open negotiations for 
his return with the “ plunder,” but under the} 
understanding that the treasure was to remain’ 
in the Church. Goodhue tailed of his mission. 
From Montreal Bernard went to Boston and 
deposited about 500,000f. in the vaults of the 
Union Safe Deposit Company. Thence he cam 
to New-York and hid away some 3,000,v000f. o 
the treasure in the vaults of three diffarcnt in« 
stitutions. He found asylum inthe different 
monasteries, episcopal residences, and Cath<« 
olic institutions throughout the country for the 
next two and a half years, while constantly om 
the move dodging the Belgian police. Early in 
1882 he went to Mexico, and from there to 
Havana, where, it is declared, he was kid- 
napped and conveyed a prisoner to Belgium, 
where he was put in confinement, charged with 
embezzlement. 

When he was captured in Havana documents 
were found upon his person which gave tbe 
places of deposit of all the treasure in Boston 
and New-York. On April 24, 1882, the Beigian 
Consul in New-York, Charles Mali, began suit 
in attachment in the name of the King for 
$340,000 against Bernard, Coudert Brothers 
appearing for his Royal Highness and Gray & 
Davenport, who were not allowed to communi- 
cate with their client, for Bernard. At the sawe 
time another suit was brought in Belgium by 
the deposed Bishop Dumont againat Bernard; 
and in this action Francois Bourgeois, Chief of 
the Belgian police, was appointed receiver of 
Bernard’s estate. Bourgeois came to New- 
York, and the first suit of King Leo- 

old against Bernard, under which Sheriff 

owe had seized the treasure in New- 
York, was discontinued for some informality, 
and in July anotner action in attachment was 
begun, the Sheriff taking under the new process 
the property he already had in possession. 
Then Bourgeois began action, a8 receiver, for, 
the treasure. While these actions were pend- 
ing Bishop Durousseau filed a claim witn the 
Sheriff for the property in his possession and 
demanded a jury trial, but King Leopold ap- 
plied the screws, ana Durousseau was com- 
pelied to withdraw his claim. 

Receiver Bourgeois went to Boston and 
brought suit in Bernard’s name for the 500,000£. 
there and recovered it. He returned to New- 
York, and by some arrangement with the Sher- 
iff, Coudert Brothers giving Mr. Bowe an in- 
demnifying bond, the Sheriff was induced to 
surrender the treasure to the receiver, and it 
was taken back to Belgium. The suits wera 
discontinued before any order for the disposal 
of the treasure was made. Meantime Bernard 
was brought to trial for empezziementin Beil- 
gam and acquitted. He immediately fied to 

ngland and divided the 1,800,000f. that was 
concealed in Montreal between the deposed Du- 
mont and his successor, Durousseau. For this, 
he was indicted in Belgium in 1884, the charge 
being that of trafficking in trust funds, and not- 
withstanding his absence in England he was 
convicted. This conviction still hangs over him. 

About a year ago he came to New-York and 
instituted the proceedings against the ex-Sheriff 
that are now pending. The matter will come 
upin the United States Circuit Court to-day 
upon a demurrer to Sheriff Bowe’s answer set~ 
ting up the Statute of Limitations in defense of 
the suit. 





A BIG FIRE IN KANSAS OITY. 

Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 29.--A fire which 
threatened to destroy the mammoth packing 
houses of Armour & Co. in Kansas City, Kan., 
was discovered in the fertilizer at 3 o’clock thia 
morning. The fertilizer was the last of the 
builaings to the north, and was separated from 
the refinery works by only a narrow alley. 

The tire started in the south end of the build- 
ing and spread with amazing rapidity amid the 
inflammable contents. The firemen of Armour 
were quickly on the scene, and were soon fol-, 
lowed by the departments from this city and 
from Kansas City, Kan. Their combined 
efforts to extinguish the blaze were of no avail, 
and in a half hour they gave up the fight and 
directed their efforts toward saving the —— 
ing buildings. In this they were successt 

In three-quarters of an hour after the fire was 
discovered the east wali fell, and soon after- 
ward the entire building was in ruins and the 
contents wholly destroyed. 

The loss is $110,000—$30,000 on the building, 
$60,000 on the machinery, and $20,000 on the 
contents—the whole fully covered by insurance. 

When the fire started there were thres negroes 
asleep in the third story of the building. The 
watchman sawtwoof them escape, and went 
to arouse the third, Robert Parton, but was 
driven back by the flames and smoke, It is 
thought that the negro perished in the flames. 





THE UNITARIAN CONFERENCE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 29.—The National Con- 
ference of Unitarian and other Christian 
Churches commenced their sessions this morn- 
ingin the Academy of Music. Dr. Francis H. 
Brown of Boston presided. The Hon. Samuel 
F. Miller of the United States Supreme Court, 
the President of the Conference, in addressing 
the delegates, stated that he felt it had been an 
honor to preside over their deliberations, but 
he regretted he had not been abie to give 1t the 
time required, and he urged the Committee ou 
Nominations not to present his name for re- 
election. 

The Rev. James De Normandie of Worceeter, 
Mass., read a paper entitied “The National 
Conference,” which reviewed the history of the 
faith and devoted considerable attention to the 
subject of denominational schools.

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The shade trees and telegraph poles and 
fences in sections of Jersey City are just now 
extensively decorated with election notices 
and the various colored hand bills and posters 
of thecandidates for Assemblyman and Free- 
holder. They present a curious spectacle. The 
people are apparently not expected to get their 
political information from the newspapers. 
Whether this is the fault of the papers or only 
the oustom of the people is not important. At 
any rate these notices are posted so conspicu- 
ously that he who runs may read. 

The posters of the candidates are interesting. 
They are in all colors, but white, red, and yel- 
low predominate, When a man is nominated 
he appears to make it his first business to go to 
@ printing office and get his announcements 
printed and stuck up. Every candidate an- 
nounces himself as “regular.” He may be 
‘regular Republican” or ‘‘ regular Democratic,” 
or “regular anti-ring Democratic.” No one 
posts himself as “irregular.” In some of the 
districts there aro half a dozen candidates for 
the same office, and there is not an irregular 
one among them. 

The liveliest local contest is for Freehold- 
ers. The Freeholder districts and Assembly 

istricts are identical, but most candidates pre- 
fer to sitin the county legislature rather than 
that of the State. This is easily accounted for. 
There are to be but eleven members in the new 
Board of Freeholders, and each will serve two 
years at $1,000 a year. Each man in the board 
is therefore of considerable importance, But 
the State Assembly is a numerous body, the 
membexs serve but one year, and they get but 
$500 a yeareach. Saying nothing about ille- 

itimate gains, therefore, the Freeholder’s posi- 
ion is much the more profitable. 

Nominations for these offices have now been 
made by esch of the three parties in nearly all 
the districts in the county. In some of them 
the candidates have been withdrawn and 
fusions effected, and in others changes will yet 
be made. But the programme is pretty nearly 
pomplete, and is worth reviewing. Itis a set- 
tied policy of the Republican and anti-ring 
Democratic General Committees not to allow 
any combinations or dealings with the ring- 
sters, and the loeal contest like that for the 
county ticket promises geperally to settle down 
to a square fight between the friends and ene- 
mies of thering. There will be only here and 
there an exception to the rule. 

The First District is pretty completely in the 
hands of the ring. {tis Boss Davis’s own dis- 
trict, and the rebellion against bim is not very 
strong. The ring nominee for Assembly is 
Michael Mullone, ex-editor of the Argus, and 
formerly a “kicker.” That is, he has shown 
some independence. That fact would probably 
have barred him out but for the further fact that 
he is cousin to City Collector P. H, O’Neill, one 
of the ring. He will probably be elected, and 
will hardly reach the low level, as Representa- 
tive, that O’Neill occupied last year. The ring 
nominee for Freeholder in that district is John 
D, Gorman, of whom very bad things are said. 
Itis understood that he oncs “ran” a poker 
room, but he is now employed py a distilling 
company in New-York, If elected he will, no 
doubt, be Davis’s own man. His personal 
characteristics are not therefore important. 

The Republicans have nominated Flavel Mc- 
Gee, ahighly-respectable man, for the Assein- 
bly, but it ia understood that he will not stand. 
They have also nominated Thomas McDonough 
tor Freeholder, and he has also declined. He is 
in the pay of the city through the ring, and has 
a@ very bad reputationin the present Board of 
Freeholders, Davis apparently controls him. 

The anti-ring Democrats have nominated Ed- 
ward McCaffrey for the Assembly and John Fox 
for Freeholder. They are said to be respectable 
men. 

The Second District is usually Democratic, 
but the Republicans and anti-ring Democrats 
have united on a ticket and believe it will get a 
majority of the votes hunestly cast. The As- 
sembly nominee is Huch HW. Abernathy, Superin- 
tendent of the Communipaw Coal Docks and 
Lieutenant Colonel of the Fourth Regiment 
New-Jersey National Guards, He is respected 
and popular, and has not been much in polities. 
He is Republican. The Freeholdcr nominee is 
Thomas Kgan, a son-in-law of Patrick Sheeran, 
&@ mason by trade, and an excellent man. 

The ring nominee for the Assembly is Henry 
Burns, a thorough ringster. He now bas a con- 
tract for cleaning the streets—as if streets were 
ever cleaned in Jersey City. He has been long 
in politics, and the only other occupation cred- 
ited to him is that of peddler. The Freeholder 
nominee is Michael Hennessy, who is in the 
present board, and who was indicted by the 
reputable Grand Jury the county had last year. 
His offense was forgery and trading with the 
county against the law. The case against him 
is said to have been clear, but his ring attilia- 
tions appear to have saved him from convic- 
tion. He is reckoned one of the worstof county 
officials. \ 

{n the Third District efforts at fusion have 
not succeeded, and there is the greatest field of 
candidates going. The regular Republican 
nominee for the Assembly is William F. Mid- 
lege, a younglawyer of goodname. But the 
Watt Republicans have nominated John Watt, 
one of the old Board of Works, against him, 
Watt is credited with always trading with the 
ring. He and Peter T., Donnelly, a famous 
ringster, have worked together in the past and 
are understeod to be working together still, 
The reguiar Republican Frecholder nominee is 
James Nichols, who has been much in politics 
and who “runs” a cigar store, but who is not 
known to be bad, Against him the Watt Asso- 
ciation has named Charles Turner, present 
Freeholder, who has the public confidence, but 
it is feared that heis only put up to be traded 


off. 

The ring Democrats in this district have 
nominated James Murphy for Assembly, a 
liquor dealer of poor reputation, who nas been 
@ politician in one party or the other for years, 
The ring nominee for Freeholder is the Peter T, 
Donnelly mentioned above as the co-worker 
with Watt, 

The anti-ring nominee for the Assembly is 
Charies D. J. Noelke, a very active and ener- 
getic business man, whois willing tofdraw out 
ifa fair agreement on a fusion eandidate can 
be made. The anti-ring nominee for Freeholder 
is John McCaffrey, a liquor dealer, but reputed 
ap honest man. 

Besides all these nominees, Joseph Griffin and 
Richard Butler are in the tield for Freeholder, 
as Lebor and independent candidates, They do 
not attract great attention. , 

In the Fourth District the Assembly fight is 
three-cornered at present. Col, William C. Hep- 

enheimer is the ring nominee, with Adam G, 
Bmith ou the ticket for Freeholder. Heppén- 
heimer is the one Hudson County repre- 
sentative in the last Legislature whe is nomi- 
nated for the next. He ranks above the ordinary 
ringster in character, and. though he voted for 
the charter last Spring, he got no office under 
it. But Smith, whoisinthe present Board of 
Freeholders, is one of the “combine,” and lit- 
tle zood is said of Lim. 

The Republican nominee for the Assembly is 
Calvin Peck, a carpenter by trade and an hon- 
orable and intelligent man. Charles A. Pfings- 
ten is on the ticket with him for Freeholder, 
anfiis highiy regarded. He has served credit- 
ably in the board, and is counted on as @ sturdy 
foe of corruption, . 

The anti-ring Democratic nominee for the 
Assembly is William F. Kern, a member of the 
ola Board of Works of Jersey dity and an active 
politician, Itis likely that some arrangement 
mney be ‘made in this district for consolidating 
the anti-ring forces, 

In the Fourth District the Republicans have 
nominated J. Herbort Potts for the Assembly 
and William G. Nelson for Freeholder, and the 
avti-ring Democrats will support both, Potts 
isa lawyerof good standing, and has been 
member of the Legislature and several terms 
Reading Clerk of the House.

PROTESTING AGAINST THE RING. 


THE FIRST OF THE JERSEY ‘CITY MASS 
MEETINGS A GREAT SUCCESS. 


The first joint mass meeting of the Republic- 
ans and anti-ring Democrats in Jersey City was 
held in the Seventh District lastevening. St. 
Michael’s Hall was fillea to the doors with as 
attentive an audience as is seldom seen at a po- 
litical meeting. Men of both parties composed 
it. On the platform were the speakers of the 
evening and others. 

Simeon H, Smitn, Republican, was made 
Chairman. He said: “Iam heart and soul in 
sympathy with the fusion movement. I did not 


at first favor it, but others were right and I was 
wrong, I am now foritandreform in every 
manuer.” 

He introduced as the first speaker Michael T. 
Newbold, “the father of reform.” Mr. New- 
bold disclaimed the title, but said he considered 
fusion now synonymous with reform. 

“IT came here to-night,” he added, “not 
through party fealty, but because this city and 
county are governed by ballot-box stuffers and 
thieves, and it is the duty of citizens to rise and 
crush them out. I take it for granted that this 
audience is moved by something higher than 
party fealty, and that you are determined to 
overthrow the gang and put your foot upon 
their necks. Ifaman is a Democrat, he may 
not claim to be one unless ‘Bob’ Davis has 
marked him on the back.” 

To illustrate Davie’s control the speaker told 
how Senator Edwards had asked to be made 
Chairman of the Hudson County delegation to 
the Trenton convention, and had been .told by 
Davis that he could not go at all unless he was 
for Abbett. 

“It a Democrat don’t do the bidding of ‘ Bob’ 
Davis and‘ Denny’ McLaughlin,’’ Mr. Newbold 
proceeded, *“*he cannot have a voice in the 
party’s affairs. Iam sorry Davisis Sheriff If 
the people had risen as they ought to 
have done a few years ago, we should 
now have Cornelius Cronan, an honest Demo- 
crat, for Sheriff. I voted for Cronan just as [ 
shall this year vote for honest John Roche, 
There is no party in these local matters. What 
we wantishonest men. The present Board of 
Freeholders isa disgrace. It is a disgrace to 
have John P. Feeney for President of the Police 
Board. It is a disgrace to have ‘ Paddy’ O’Neill 
tor City Collector. It is a disgrace to have such 
a@ man as E. A. Dugan for head of the Street and 
Water Commission.” 

Mr. Newbold discussed the passage of the 
Jersey City charter and declared the way it was 
passed meant thievery. ‘It was a Democratic 
measure,” he said, “ yet they put in office under 
it the city editor and several reporters of the 
Journal to stop that paper’s mouth. Every man 
who advocated that charter on the floor of the 
House got an oflice under it. 

‘‘Now,” continued Mr. Newbold, ‘I charge 
that men in the City Government are in what is 
called the granite ring. Nearly tive years ago a 
petition was put in to pave Grove-street. itlay 
unacted upon until this new Board of Street 
and Water Commissioners came into office, 
when they resarrected it. But they proposed 
to pave with granite from another State. 
A Democrat came to me to have 
me certiorari the board to stop the 
undertaking.

Williams, giving two pref- 
erences t> John 8B. Brerneiser & Co. and Stiles & 
Co., Limited, Henry H. Browne of 132 Nassau- 
street being the attorney in the matter. Mr. Stiles 
started the business in January, 1885, as Weed 
Stiles & Co., who dissolved in February, 1886, and 
were succeeded by Stiles & Co. The Jatter firm 
sola out, July 1 last, the good-will and part of the 
stock to a corporation Called Stiles & Co., 
Limited, of which Mr. Stiles became Treasurer 
and Mr. Brenneiser President. Mr.’ Gottlieb, 
the partner of Mr. Stiles, took that part of the 
stock in the branch at Chicago, and started 
in business there alone. It is said he 
agreed to pay $18,000 for the stock of the late firm 
of stiles & Co., which he took, giving notes in pay- 
ment, and that he has paid $10,000 of the amount. 
Mr, Stiles took the accounts of the late firm, which 
he has since béen liquidating, At first he thought 
he could pay the creditors in full, but matters 
have turned out differently, It is said that Mr 
Stiles recently made arrangements with a creditor 
for the latter to take certain assets of the late firm 
and pay Mr. Stiles $16,000. It is now claimed that 
the creditor did not keep the agreement, but went 
to Chicago and got Mr. Goitlieb to transfer his 
business to the creditor, who assumed the liabil- 
ities of about $10,000, the assets being valued at 
$34,000, This sale rendered the netes given by 
Gottiieb to Stiles & Co., it is said, of no value, and 
s0 Mr. Stiles made the fassigument yesterday to 
protect all his creaitors, The two preferred credit- 
ors in the assigument are thought to be amply se- 
cured by collateral without resorting to the prefer- 
ence. Efforts will be made, it is said, to set the 
Gottlieb transfer aside. Mr. Stiles’s liabilities, itis 
reported, are under $30,000,

OHIOAGO AND ALTON. 
A GIGANTIC TRANSAOTION ENGINEERED | 


BY MR. PIERPONT MORGAN COM-(} 


PLETED YESTERDAY. 


One more great railroad property comes into 
the Vanderbilt control, The Chicago and Alton 
—no line in ali the West is more important or 
proportionately more valuable—is about to 
pass from its long-time Western ownership as 
the result of a deal bigger than any 
that has been accomplished in the 
railway world since into the same 
Vanderbilt possession went the West Shore 
and Nickel Plate systems. The master of 
finance and “‘settlements” who contrived the 
first magnificent transaction is the Director of 
this later and equally consequential one. J. 
Pierpont Morgan is his name. ‘ 

Involved in the present deal are payments of 
over £12,000,000, With the Vanderbilts as 
buyers of the Chicago and Alton control are 
men of consequence in the affairs of the 
Chicago and Northwestern and the Union 
Pacific Companies. Much of the great 
sum of money required is provided 
outright by members of the Vanderbilt 
family independent of their corporation treas- 
uries, The greater part of the remainder eomes 
from Boston interests in the Union Pacific 
Company. President Charles Francis Adams 
of that company has had much to do with the 
accomplishment of the deal. 

The Chicago and Alton system includes about 
850 miles of railroad, there being 243 miles in 
its main line, while slightly over 300 miles 
more are owned in the form of profitable 
branches and feeders. Under lease there are 
operated 299 miles more. The company reaches 
St. Louis and Kansas City from Chicago as its 
most important terminals, and for reasons that 
are of consequence from a railway operating 
point of view, it has of late been largely a domi- 
nating factor throughout the territory in which 
1t is Operated, 

More than any other line, it has had the 
power to make and unmake rates for freight, as 
well as passenger rates, and it has been a con- 
tinual and eery eg | prickly thorn in the 
Western railway side. The last road to enter 
the compact that created the Inter-State Rail- 
way Association, it was the first to withdraw 
from that ‘Presidents’ agreement,” showing 
always an independence that few other systems 
dared assume. 

The Alton came upon the recent hard time in 
the railway world muoh better prepared than 
was any rival for such conditions. While other 
properties had been waenly extending into dis- 
tant territory, adding mileage, and piling up 
stock and bond indebtedness, the Aiton had 
been quietly and conservatively husbanding its 

esources, While other linesin the hard times 
ad to suspend dividends and try to market 
bonds to pay expenses, the Alton was in good 
form and able to be aggressive and make de- 
mands thateven bigger companies were glad 
to concede, 

But, despite all this preferred position, the 
Aliton’s friends have been obliged to recognize 
that while its stand-still policy had saved it 
from waste and left it strong and even domi- 
nant in its own territory, it had at the same 
time come upon obstacles of consequence in 
the way ot its further development, factors 
that might result even in substantial hurt, Ex- 
tensions of other lines had bottled the Alton 
up. The necessity was ahead of itof adding to 
its mileage ifit were to continue an independent 
separate system. Failing in this wae to fall 
into the place of a mere local road. 

Recognition of this fact has filled the air with 
abounding theories of the property’s prospects. 
One set of rumors has leased the Alton to va- 
rious companies having Kansas Oity and Sst. 
Louis connections. It was known months ago 
that the controllers of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé Company were after the Aiton. 
They offered $125 ashare for enough of the com- 
mon stock to give them the road's control, but 
their proposition was declined, and though ru- 
mors have been plenty, nothing like substantial 
accomplishment has resulted till yesterday came 
this seral-official announcement that the Van- 
derbilt interest, along with the Union Pacific 
and Chicago and Northwestern Kailroad Com- 
panies, has concluded the deal. 

Itis stated: that $140 per share is the price 
paid. On the New-York Stock Exchange the 
quotation has lately been (nominally) 124 bid, 
the “offered” figure being 128 to 130, The 
capital is $14,114,600 ef common stock, (that 
which is now bought,) with $3,479,500 of pre- 
ferred stock, the latter being widely distributed 
in small lots among New-Englaod investors, 
and nominally quoted at about 160. The com- 
pany’s funded debt is $9,921,850, with other 
obligations which, added to the share capital, 
makes its liability total $38,125,486. 

In his last annual report President Black- 
stone, adverting to the pleasing position of his 
company, said: 

“ For the present disastrous condition of railroad 
affairs in the West our Company has for the last fif- 
teen years made the best preparations in its power, 
and especially aurin tho inst ten years, in which it 
has appeared inevitable, it has steadily resisted all 
inducements to add to its system of lines 
or increase its obligations for any other purpose. 
Our company has each year expended large sums 
for balliasting its roadbed in the most substantial 
manner. It has substituted iron, steel, and maegon- 
ry for wood in its bridges and culverts, It has made 
many important improvements in its curves and 
grades, It has many valuable additions to its prop- 
erty, and has so improved its condition as to pro- 
Msn for the best possible service at the least possi- 

cost. 

Sour company has never issued a share of stock 
or an obligation of any kind that did not represent 
at ite par value an equal amount of cash or its full 
equivalent in property.” 

President Blackstone added that the original 
cost of the Chicago and Alton’s property was 
nearly $12,000,000 “in excess of the present 
capitalization,” and that the property in its 
present condition ‘* could not be reproduced for 
@ sum Which would be equal to the total amount 
of stock and bonds issued by the company, row 
outstanding, the obligations it has assumed, 
and $15,000,000 added thereto.” 

It is stated by people cognizant of what is in- 
volved inthe enormous deal which is now to 
turn the Chicago and Alton over to the Vander- 
bilt interest that “the time is hardly ripe for 
giving the public the facts in the matter,” but 
the information upon which THpr TIMEs bases 
its statements can be considered authoritative, 
The deal is an accomplished fact. Some details 


completely settled it will, perhaps, not suit in- 
siders to state or even acknowledge the facts, 

When the transaction is officially announced 
it will be found that results of the very first 
consequence to the whole railway world will 
follow, results significant of far more substan- 
tial and lasting harmony among Western rail- 
roads than any that can follow “pools,” or 
“agreements,” or * associations,” or any other 
such weakly expedients.

THE UNION PACIFIC ALLIANCE, 

Boston, Oct. 29.—The following is the Union 
Pacific yiew'of the Union Pacific-Northwestern 
aliiance in answer to the question, ** How does 
this contract differ from the old tripartite alli- 
ance?” 

**The tripartite contract was between three allies 
and was premature, The present is a much closer 
alliance, with one ally, pe is mature, The Union 
Pacific is now much stronger than when it made 
the tenparice alliance and is more able to back it 
up. Thetime is ripe for such an alliance and no 
trouble from it may be anticipated, If the Rock 
island says the tripartite agreement ts still in force, 
then it must give us all its Denver business, and 
for what purpose, then, is the Rock Island now in 
Denver? 

“The tripartite was broken by the withdrawal 
of the Northwestern, and made worthless by 
the building of the other lines westward. The 
Northwestern was already reaching to Denver, and 
might soon start for more western points: Now, 
instead of a competitor, the Northwestern becomes 
a close ally, extending our system to Lake Superior 
and Chicago and, if need be, to the Atlantic sea- 
board through the Vanderbilt lines. Tr ‘orth. 
western takes care of the whole of our y ound 
traffic, and we take care of the east-bound susiness 
for ten years, with an abitration board to prevent 
friction. This preserves tothe Union Pacific its 
arbitrary allowances for tea years, and against 
thege the other lines had been whittling away until 
there was danger we would have nothing left but a 
pro rata mileage basis.” 


FIGHTING FOR WATER PRIVILEGES, 

Butter, N, J., Oct. 29,—The Lehigh Valley 
Railroad Company is having considerable diffi- 
culty in securing water privileges along the 
Pequannock River at this place, The rubber 
miila and paper factories demand over a 
million of dollars damages for the reduc- 
tion of the stream that will ensue upon 


the erection of the company’s dam near the vil- 
lage of Newfoundland, The s1x-million-dollar 
contract of the company with the Water 
Board of Newurk will be almost wholly ex- 

ended in purchasing property and water privi- 
eges. The company is buying farms and mills 
wherever practicable. 

The many wanufactories along the stream 
glaim that their business will be ruined if the 
dam is erected and the water diverted in gufti- 
olently large quantities to supply Newark and 
Paterson.

Complaint was filed in the Unitea States Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday in a suit brought by the 
Denver and Rio Grande Railroad Company 
against the United States Trust Company to 
compel the trust company to countersign 
$136,000 of the railroad company’s bonds. The 
railroad company in July, 1886, delivered to 
the trust company as trustee a mortgage upon 
all its property to seonre the issue of $42,000.- 
000 of bonds. Of this issue it was provided 
that $6,143,000 could be used for the construc- 
tion of branches, The railroad company was to 
retain the custody of these bonds, but they 


Were not to bejused for the building of branches 
except after the consent of a majority of the 
apiters of preferred stock had been obtained, 
The bonds were then to be countersigned by 
the trust company. Of the $6,143,000 author 
ized to be issued for extensions, bonds to the 
ae ty of $4,454,000 were issued. 

By the terms of the mortgage the trust com- 

a was to countersign the bonds used for 
construction at “arate not exceeding $20,000 
per mile of such new construction or extension 
and upon the production of the certificate of 
the chief engineer of the party of the firat part 
that sections of not less than ten miles have 

een completed ready for operation.” 

This provision has proved a stumbling block. 
The railroad company in 1888 completed two 
branches, one of four and @ quarter ahd one of 
three and a quarter miles, and the trust com- 
pany countersigned the $146,000 bonds re- 

ulred to pay for the construction. Early in 
this year the railroad company constructed 
branches the aggregate length of which was 
fifty-five and a half mules. To pay for 
this eonstruction $1,115,000 of the bonds 
were sent to the trust company to 
be countersigned. The trust company counter- 
signed $979,000 and refused to countersign the 
remaining $136,000 on the ground that it was 
to pay for branches of less than ten miles in 
length, and that it was inhibited by the terms 
of the mortgage quoted above from ones 
bonds to be used for the construction o 
branches of less than ten miles in length, 

The railroad company contends that the trust 
company can delay countersigning the bonds 
until the aggregate length of the branches con- 
structed is over ten miles, but cannot refuse ab- 
solutely to countersign them alter the consent 
of the preferred stockholders has been obtained.

Lhe Columbia Iron Works not only failed to 
finish the work on the Petrel within the time 
specified, but also failed to build engines of 
sufticient power to develop the inaicated horse 
power demanded by the Government. It was 
confidently expected that the Petrel would do 
at least fourteen knots if not fifteen knots. Her 
speed trials show her unable to do much over 
twelve knots, 

Of course, service people recognize Secre- 
tary Tracy’s position in the matter of the bids. 
The lowest bid had to be accepted, provided the 
department saw no good reason to reject the 
offer of the firm making the bid.

THE LIBRARY S80HOOL, 


NINETEEN CANDIDATES ACCEPTED FOR 
INSTRUCTION. 


ALBANY, Oct. 29.—The candidates for the 
class in practical librarianship, which the Re- 
gents of the University, by arrangement with 
the Trustees, transferred from the library of 
Columbia College, New-York City, to the State 
Library last April, were to-day examined for 
admission. Nineteen candidates from the large 
number of applicants were accepted from dif- 
ferent States. Five of the successful candidates 
are from New-York, four from Massachusetts, 
three from Michigan, two from Pennsylvania, 
two from Iowa, and one each from New-Jersey, 
Illinois, and Missouri. The colleges represented 
are Harvard, Wellesley, and Smith of Massa- 
chusetts, State College of Iowa, Ripon of Wis- 
consin, Alfred University of New-York, Chicago 
University, and University of Michigan. Nine 
of the nineteen pupils have already seen service 
in nine different libraries in different parts of 
the United States. 

The pupils from outside of the State pay a 
tuition iee,and all pay $40 ayear to meet 
necessary incidental expenses, as the Regents 
spend 20 money on the school, and ite pepile 
are required to render to the State rary 
sufficient service to compensate for the time 
given to their instruction and supervision by 
members of the library stafi. This system was 
carried on at Columbia College for three years, 
and proved of so great practical value that, when 
the chief librarian of Columbia College, Prof. 
Melville ote took charge of the State Library 
the leading librarians of the country were 
urgent in their desire that the system, which 
had been organized and carried on under his 
supervision, should be continued at Albany, 
The Regents, after careful consideration, found 
that great helpcould be rendered the libraries 
of the State by this means, at no expense to 
the State, and the best possible material could 
thus be provided to put in charge of the new 
libraries, which it istheir avowed purpose to 
encourage. 

At the recent annual gathering of American 
librarians at St. Louis a resolution was unani- 
mously adopted expressing their high appre- 
ciation of the action of the State of New-York 
in continuing its library school. This school is 
the first of its kind established in the world, 
and the Italian Government, realizing the ada- 
vantages accruing from such a branch of learn- 
ing, have arranged for the conducting of a 
similar school in connection with their national 
library at Florence. It is considered the high- 
est possible compliment that could be paid to 
the school that it attracts pupils from distant 
States, and that so many experienced librarians 
leave their positions to spend one or two years 
in iearning the most improved methods.in li- 
brary administration, 





THE OHEESE FACTORIES NUW. 


AN ENGLISH SYNDICATE SAID TO BE 
TRYING TO BUY THEM. 


MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Oct. 29,—The rumors 
that have for some time been current of an at- 
tempt onthe part of an English syndicate to 
buy up the principal cheese factories of the great 
cheese-producing region of Central and North- 
ern New-York seem to have a substantial 
foundation in fact. The region in question 
includes ten counties: Chenango, Delaware, Mad- 
ison, Otsego, Oneida, Herkimer, Lewis, Jeffer- 
son, St. Lawrence, and Oswego, with an aver- 
age of fifty factories each, or five hundred 
altogether. It is claimed that, owing to the 
peculiarly rich and nutritive qualities of the 
grasses of the region, the cheese product is 


superior to that made in any other dairy dis- 
trict of America, and takes preference in the 
markets scoordingly, 

The object of the English syndicate appears 
to be to xet control of the cheese-making indus- 
try of this favored district and carrying it on 
with the aid of experienced American work- 
men, expecting to realize a profitable return on 
the capital invested. The initial movements of 
the syndicate have been quictiy made, but it is 
learned that 0. B. Ryan of Ingersoll, Ontario, 
Carada, an avowed agent of the combination, 
has been at work for several weeks pastin the 
northern pert of the obeese district getting op- 
tions on the purchase of factories in that sec- 
tion. He claims to have secured options on 
nearly three hundred factories, but this 1s be- 
lieved to be an exaggeration of the real number. 
R. J. Easton & Son, produce dealers of Low- 
ville, Lewis County, have also been getting 
options on factories in that neighborhood, but 
they deny that they are acting in the interest of 
the English syndicate. Another produce dealer 
in Delaware County is quietly securing options 
on factories in the lower part of the district, 
The options already obtained, it ig understood, 
run to March 1 next, and the prices agreed 
upon for the factories are usually in excess of 
what has heretofore been the estimated values. 

Under these circumstances the factory own- 
ers are not indisposed to sell, Butthe great 
body of dairy farmers who are engaged in sup- 
plying milk to the 500 factories look upon the 
movement for consolidating the cheese-making 
industry of the district in the hands of a few 
foreign capitalists with much disfavor. 





DAGGETT’S POSTAL OONTRAOT. 


NO GROUND FOR THE REPORT THAT Hi 
WILL NOT FILL IT, 


NEW-HAVEN, Oct. 29.— William Wilkinson, 
senior member of the Birmingham firm which 
is manufacturing the Government postal cards 
for Contractor Albert Daggett, says that jthere 
is no ground for the published insinuations that 
Mr, Daggett may not fulfill his contract because 
he finds no money init. 

“Mr, Daggett will fully carry out his con- 
tract,” said Mr. Wilkinson. ‘The contractor 
will not only performjthe work, but he will 
make money atit, too. He took the contravt to 
make money.” 

“Do you understand how he failed to file his 
adaress at Washington?’ asked the reporter. 

“[ do not,” replied Mr. Wilkinson, “but it 
would not ke a difficult matter for the Post Of- 
tice authorities to find his address. His office 
in New-York is at 55 Broadway. For several 
days Mr. Daggett has been in Washington.” 

‘““Oan you say positively that Mr. Daggett 
will fully perform the work that he has con- 
tracted to do?” 

“Mr. Daggett is doing the work. He is well 
able to do it, and he is under such heavy bonds 
that he eould not afford to throw up the con- 
tract. There is no reason why he should not 
do the work. The cards are now being manu- 
factured at a rapid rate. I know a good deal 
about Mr. Daggett’s contract, and I think I ean 
say that_he will not only make for himself a 
fair profit, but will make for the Government 
the best card it has ever had,” 





FAILURE IN THE WOOL TRADE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 29.—A rumor current this 
afternoon that the firm of Heston & Erben, wool 
dealers, 110 Chestnut-street, had failedfor a 
large amount was confirmed late in the day. 
The firm has made an assignment for the bene- 
fit of 1ts creditors to George W. Fiss and Sam- 
uel Lea. 

It was learned from a trustworthy source 
that the lHabilities are between $300,000 and 
$400,000—nearly $400,000. The assets are not 

nown. 
kThe members of the firm say thatif given a 
little time they will be able to pay dollar for 
dollar. They attribute the failure to a dull 
wool market and the high rates for money, 
which have made the banks hesitate to make 
any accommodation hoans. They have been 
unable to cqnvert their stock of wool into 
mowey on account of dullness of the market, 
and, althouga the market is becoming tirmer 
now, with a better demand, they were unabie 
to walt for it, as srlgstions were coming due. 
They therefore felt that it was for the best in- 
terest of all their creditors to make the assign- 
ment, and did so. They are preparing a state- 
ment which will be ready in a few days and 
which will give the details of their liabilities 
and assets. 

The firm has been in‘existence eleven years, 
and Mr. Heston, the senior memver, was in 
business for himself several years before that 
time.

AND ABOUT THE 
BXOBEDED HIS AUTHORITY. 


MORE FACTS ABOUT THE SELECTION 
oF THE BOWLING GREEN SITE. 


It appears upon more thorough investigation 
of the laws relating to the location and build- 
ing of the proposed new Custom House and 
Appraiser’s Stores that Secretaty Windom, in 
selecting the Bowling Green site, has not oaly 
exceeded the authority conferred upon him by 
the act of Congress making provision for the 
new structures, but has also outlined # pro- 
ceeding to which the State of New-York has 
never given its consent. The appropriation 
made by Congress for the sites for the new 
buildings is limited to $2,000,000, and in 
choosing the Bowling Greeh site Secretary 
Windom was perhaps aware that he was enter- 
ing upon an expenditure of over $5,000,000 for 
the site alone. He evidently relied, with how 
much reason remains yet to be demonstrated, 
upon the Willingness of Oongress to inérease 
-the appropriation and authorize an expendi- 
ture unprecedented in the history of the coun- 
try. 

Mr. Simon Stevens has addressed two impor- 
tant communications to Mayor Grant upon the 
general subject, the first of which bas been 


already published in Tue Times. In the later 
communication he says: 


“Congress passed an act for the erection of an 
Appraiser’s warehouse 1n the cityjof New-York; and 
for other purposes, which was approved Sept. 14, 
1888. By section 1 of that aot the Secretary of the 
Treasury was authorized and ditected to parchase 
or acquire by condemnation a site, and cause to be 
erected thereon a substantial and commoaious fire- 
proof building for the use of the United States 
Appraiser, and for other Government uses, in the 
city of New-York. The cost of the site was not to 
exceed the sum of $850,000, and the building to be 
erected thereon was to be plain and without porti- 
coes, towers, or needless ornamentation, but should 
contain the necessary accommodations and appli- 
ances for an Appraiser’s storehouse suifficient to 
insure the examination and appraisal of imported 
merchandise with facility and Cepated and should 
not exceed in cost the sum of 0,000, making a 
total of $1,500,000 for site and building complete, 
ready for use. 

“The second section further authorized and 
directed the Secretary of the Treasury, in his dis-

“Ttis my great privilege and honor,” said

Cornelius Vanderbilt, Last night a large num- 
ber of invited guests were taken from tne West 
Thirtieth-street station of the Hudson River 
Railroad on a special train to visif the new 
reading rooms. After their arrival they were 
handsomely entertained by Mr. E. L. Hamilton, 
Secretary in charge, and his assistant, Mr. ©. H. 
Freeman. Addresses were delivered by George 
A. Warburton, Secretary of the railroad branch 
of New-York City; Robert B. McBurney, Gen- 
eral Secretary of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation, and Mr. William H. Snith. Member- 
ship costs 10 cents a month.

ELEOTRIO AOCUMULATORS. 

George B. Prescott, Jr., read a paper last 
evening at 127 East Twenty-third-street, be- 
fore the American Institute of Electrical En- 
gineers, on ‘‘Some Methods of Regulating Ac- 
cumulators in Electric Lighting.” The produc- 
tion was largely technical, but had some 
features of general interest. Tne writer ex- 
plained that if the demand for electric lights 
from any particular dynamo or collection of 
dynamos were the same for each hour of the 
twenty-four, there would be a waste of energy 
in using any accumulator. But it was not so in 


any case. The dynamesdluring Nght hours was 
as expensive as during heavy ones. He thought 
there would be a net saving in using accumu- 
lators enough to store the electricity during 
eight or ten hours, so that light could be had 
without waste of power when only a few lamps 
were required. 

There was a little debate over the paper, 
some questions were asked and answered to 
the satisfaction of everybody, and the institute 
broke up its session.

vestigation. He made this assertion when this 
charge was first made and he repeats it now.” 

“What does all this mean? Has Beggs 
squealed?” was asked of Mr. Mills. ‘The coun- 
sel for the people smiled. To 1" same question 
Mr. Ames replied: “We will wait and see 
whether the State brings any charge of gravity 
against him. We claim they can’t, If they try 
it we will put Beggs on the stand.” 

At the opening of Judge McConnell’s court 
this morning, Mrs. Winifred Dinan, wife of 
Patrick Dinan, the liveryman who owns the 
famous white horse, took the stand as a witness.

SUING FOR BOUNTY MONEY. 


PENNSYLVANIA VETERANS CLAIM AN 
Z OLD WAR DEBT. 


SCRANTON, Penn., Oct. 29.—A lawsuit was in- 
atituted here to-day by five veteran soldiers 
against the old borough of Hyde Park, now in- 
corporated as a portion of Scranton, for the 
recovery of $300 bounty, which each was guar- 
anteed by the borough as an inducement to re- 
enlist and be credited to the quota of that place 
during the war. The proceedings were begun 
before Alderman Wright, and attracted much 
attention. The claimants are Capt. O. C. Bat- 
tenberg, Lieut. Willlam Smith, sSergt. Frank 
Early, and Privates Conrad Grob and David 
Evans, They belonged to the old Fifty- 
second Pennsylvania Regiment, which was 
discharged on Morris Island, South Caro- 
lina, Dec. 31, 1863. On the ist of Jan- 
uary, 1864, most of the members of this 
regiment re-enlisted, and they were allowed 


thirty days’ furlough before reporting for duty. 
mony of them came home, and Hyde Park 

orough, being anxious to stop the draft, of- 
fered any ex-soldier re-enlisting a bounty of 
$300 if he would credit himself to that place 
for the purpose of making up its quota. 

Thirty-one members of the old Fifty-second 
accepted these terms. but only six of them 
received the promised bounty, notwithstanding 
that an onerous bounty tax bas been regularly 
levied and collected there ever since. {n 1869 
those who returned from the war sued the bor- 
ough, but the case was dismissed rz. the late 
Judge Conyngham of Luzerne. Last Winter the 
Pennsylvania Legislature passed a law review- 
ing the claims of the veterans, and under that 
law the present proceedings were commenced. 

In the suit to-day the following copy of an 
agreement entered into with the veterans by 
Burgess Heermans of Hyde Park Borough 
March 23, 1864, was put in evidence: 

This will certify that Charles ©. Battenberg has 
agreed to credit himself to Hyde Park Borough as a 
re-enlisted veteran volunteer, for which, if allowed 
to our quota, we agree to pay him three hundred 
dollars local bounty, to be deposited in the Second 
National Bank of Scranton as soon as credited and 
allowed on our quota by oe Brevet Marshal. 

(Signed) HEERMANS, Burgess. 

Although Hyde Park Borough has been a part 
of the city of Scranton since 1864, 16 has kept 
up its old borough organization for the purpose 
of effecting a settlement of the bounty tax, 
which has been about as fruitful a source of po- 
litical bitterness as the collection of the church 
tithes in the old country. The report of the 
Secretary of War stating that the plaintiffs in 
the present suit were duly oredited to Hyde 
Park was presented, but at the request of the 
‘ old borough officers a stay of proceedings was 
granted until the 13th of November. 








A NEW OHAIR AT YALE, 


THE PROFESSORSHIP OF BIBLICAL 


LITERATURE ESTABLISHED. 


NEw-HAVEN, Oct. 29.—The Yale corporation 
ata meeting to-day established a professorship 
ot biblical literature in the academical depart- 
ment. The foundation for the professorship is 
$50,006, given by a few men who desire their 
names to remain unknown. The object of the 
new chair of instruction is, as expressed by the 
donors, to impart an intelligent apprehension 
of the English Bible with a view to stimulat- 
ing an earnest Christian faith and developing 
a manly Christian life. Incommemoration of the 
late President Woolsey the professorship will, 
at the request of the donors, be called the 
ha ry 9 omen ged 

Prof. William R. Harper is chosen to be the 
incumbent of the chair, and he will give in- 
struction in this department in addition to his 
instruction in the Semitic languages. 

A graduate Fellowship in the academical de- 
partment was also established on a foundation 
of $10,000, the gift of Mr. John Sloane of 
New-York. The Fellowship is to bear Mr. 
Sloane’s name. Itis established for the promo- 
tion of study in physics, and in connection 
with the Sloane physical laboratory. 

Prof. Wier of the Art School has made a 
plaster bust of the late Dr. Woolsey, and will 
inake a bronze statue from it.

NOTES FROM NICARAGUA, 

SAN JUAN DEL Sur, Oct. 29, via Galveston.— 
The Nicaraguan Government is disposed to 
found a city, to be called America, at the Atlan- 
tic terminus of the Nicaraguan Canal. A com- 
mission of engineers has gone to San Juan del 
Norte to survey the locality of the proposed 
city and set off building lots. 

Great enthusiasm prevails overanew gold 
field which has been discovered along the banks 
of the Princepulka River, at a distance of 170 
miles from San Juan del Norte.

TRACING OCOLAH'S HSTATS.

NATHANIEL JARVIS WILL NOW, HAVE 
tO Account FOR $78,000. 


The unfortunate Hindu Célab, Who éame to 
this oouhtty to have & good tine and diea here; 
left considerable money, whiéh was placed, by 
order of the Court of Common Pleas, in the 
keeping of Nathaniel Jarvis, Jr., ex-Clerk of 
that court. 

Prescott Hall Butler was appointed Colah’s 
adimihistrator, ahd instituted suit in the Su- 
preme Court to secure an accounting from 


Jarvis. A few months ago the case reached 
the General Term, and Judged an- 
iels, in @ long opinion, found that 
Jarvis was responsible the part 
of Colah’s estate ich bad beeh placed ir his 
hands, and did not treat his et ge of the 
disappearance of the money with much consid- 
eration. Presiding Justice Van Brunt wrote a 
dissenting opinion, but the third Judge con- 
ourred with Judge Daniels, and judgment for 
about $75,000 was given against Jarvis. 

Mr. Jarvis was granted a stay without sé- 
curity pending the action of the Court of Ap- 

tals, Ex-United States District Attorney 

alker, Butler’s counsel, appealed from this 
order. Mr. Jarvis made a motion before the 
Court of Appeals to dismiss Mr. Walker’s ap- 
peal. The decisions of the Court of Appeals on 
— thése motions were handed down yeés- 
erday. 

Mr. Walker’s appeal is sustained. The order 
of the General Term giving Mr. Jarvis the pe- 
culiarly favorable conditions of a stay of pro- 
ceedings and no security 18 reversed, with costs. 
Mr. Jarvis’s motion to dismiss Mr. Walker’s ap- 
peal is denied, with costs. 

Mr. Walker said last night that the Court of 
Appeals had done all in its power to show its 
disapproval of the favoritism which had been 
shown Jarvis by the General Term. He should 
now at once take proceedings to collect the 
juagment. He would also be enabled to pros- 
ecute a suit in the Court of Common Pleas 
against the gentlemen who became Jarvis’s* 
suretics when he accepted the responsibility of 
caring for Colah’s estate. : otek 

They are Wililam ©. Traphagen and E. 
Dickerson, and are liable for $40,000, Mr.

ON TRIAL FOR MURDER, 


ANDREW BECKER SWEARS THAT HE 
SHOT JAMES CONWAY ACCIDENTALLY. 


The trial of Andrew Becker, charged with the 
killing of James Conway in his saloon at Tomp- 
kinsvilie, was continued before Judge Cullen in 
the Richmond County Oyer and Terminer yes- 
terday. Becker’s wife and children occupied 
seats within the bar, but entirely ignored the 
prisoner. 


District Attorney Gallagher opened the case 


for the prosecution, briefly reviewing the cir- 
cumstances wiich led up to the killing of Con- 
way, which, he claimed, was for some fancied 
wrong. The testimony of James Rogers, a fel- 
low-boarder, and David Roudt, a stepson of 
Becker’s, both eye-witnesses to the tragedy, 
was then introduced. They were followed by 
Robert H. Banary, 2 passer-by, who heard the 
shot, and to whom Becker admitted the Killing. 

The attending surgeon, Dr. John J. Van Rens- 
selaer described the wound and its effects, and 
then the District Attorney anuounced the case 
tor the prosecution closed. 

Counselor W. A. Short, in opening the case for 
the defense, claimed the shooting was entirely 
accidental, done while the prisoner was en- 
gaged in cleaning the pistol. A numberof wit- 
nesses testified to the previous good character 
of the accused, and then Becker was sworn in 
his own behalf. He denied in toto haviug ad- 
mitted the killing of Conway tu any one, and 
claimed the shooting was done while he was 
sitting in his saloon engaged in cleaning the 
pistol. He further said that bis relations with 
Conway were entirely friendly. To the sur- 
prise of every one the defense closed their case 
with this testimony. 

The case was given to the jury, and late last 
night they were still out. 





PRODUCE BROKGRS’ IDEA OF FUN. 

A little thread hung on the shoulder of Broker 
Dan Dixon’s coat when he went on the fleor of 
the Produce Exchange after lunch yesterday. 
Prince Claggett, during one of the lulls, valled 
his attention toit 

“Pull it out,” said Dixon. 

Claggett pulled and pulled until he had pulled 
out about six feet of cotton thread. Mr. Dixon 


had had concealed under his arm a whole spool 
ot it. There was great laughter at Mr. Clag- 
gett’s expense. He winked wisely and went 
away. Presently he reappeared. A little 
thread also hung from the seam in the arm of 
his coat. He intended to get even. He walked 
into the wheat pit. Everybody there had been 
posted by Mr. Dixon. 

“Olaggett,” said two or three as he walked 
about, * there’s a loose thread on your coat.” 

“ Pull it out,” said Claggett. 

About twenty brokers rushed at him, and, 
amid much shouting and hilarity, they not only 
pulled the thread, but they ripped the coat up 
the back “ like a shad,” as a member put It.

DIVOROE PAPERS MISSING. 

Assistant District Attorney Dawson and 
Arthur J. Delaney appeared in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, yesterday before Judge Andrews in 
relation to the alleged stealing of the papers in 
the divorce suit brought against Benjamin F. 
Olmstead by his wife. Mr, Dawson had a 
motion to make for the removal of the receiver 
of Mr. Oimstead’s property, who was appointed 
in order to enable Mrs. Olmstead to get her ali- 
mony on the ground that there was no judg- 
ment of divorce. The papers, it was said, in- 
cluding the judgment of aivorce, had eutirely 
disappeared. 

Mr. Dawson in making his motion declared 
that no judgment had ever been entered in the 
case. Mr. Delaney produced the remittitur 
trom the Court of Appeals containing a certified 
copy of the judgment, and showed that on 
motions the judgment had been asserted to 
exist. He accused Benjamio and Oyrus Olm- 
stead of stealing the papers.

The stories that are told of Gen. MAHONE’S 
purpose of ignoring the election machinery 
‘of Virginia, making his own canvass and 
return of votes, claiming the election of 
himself and his candidates, and setting up 
‘a Government on a returning board decis- 
‘jon of his own, and then calling on the 
Federal Government to sustain it, are either 
‘a matter 6f bluster on MAHONP’s side or of 
'**scare” on the other. If MAHONE and his 
‘supporters are using this kind of talk with 
‘any pretense of seriousness it only indicates 
| the desperation to which they are driven 
by their prospects. They are reported as 
using all sorts of desperate expedients, in- 
‘cluding that of buying up Democratic 
election judges in the black belt, to give 
them whatever number of votes they may 
gequire. The whole character of their cam- 
‘paign indicates that they have no confi- 
dence in their ability to carry the election 
by legitimate means. The Democrats are 
kept busy finding out their tricks and 
games and trying to circumvent them, 
and the whole canvass is reduced by 
MAHONE and his political methods to a 
contest of sharp practices. He is tireless 
and unscrupulous and provided by Repub- 
licans outside of the State with an abun- 
dant corruption fund, but the Democratic 
leaders of Virginia were not ‘‘ born yester- 
day,” and are confident of holding their 
own against the plotting activity and in- 
genuity of the “little boss.” They know 
what he is abont, and expect to delve below 
bis mines and blow him to the moon. 








There is something exquisitely impudent 
in the accusation brought against the Hon. 
RoGeR Q. Mi11s by the Iowa State Register, 
the paper of Assistant Postmaster General 
CLARKSON, that he had expressed himself 
‘fn favor of a duty on hides. Of course, 
Mr. MiLLs promptly denies the statement, 
which, he says, is “‘false from skin to core, 
pod from core back to skin again.”

the protectionists.. But the benefit in this 
case is so enormous and so obvious that the 
Republican Party will never dare to try 
to take it away.

The appointment of Mr. JOHN FIELD to 
be Postmaster at Philadelphia may be 
called a triumph for Mr. WANAMAKER, 
since it is known that he favored it 
and that Senator Quay opposed it. The 
people of Philadelphia may well be grate- 
ful, since it secures for them a Postmaster 
of excellent reputation and ability, who 
promises to administer his office faithfully 
for the public benefit and not at the dicta- 
tion of the party managers. But, with the 


-utmost protection from Mr. WANAMAKER, 


Mr. FIELD will find that he has a heavy 
task before him that will require all his en- 
ergy and firmness to perform. 








Secretary NOBLE has sent to the Chair- 
gman of the Cherokee Commission a long 
letter that is designed to enlighten and 
warn the Cherokees rather than the mem- 
bers of the commission. The association of 
cattlemen that now holds a lease of the 
Cherokee Outlet lands has offered to take a 
lease of them for fifteen years at the rate 
of $200,000 a year for the first five years 
and at rates thereafter which would yield 
an average annual rate of $440,000 for the 
whole term. Itis probable that this offer 
has seemed more attractive than that of 
the Government, which is to buy the lands 
at $1 25 per acre. If the Government 
should buy the tract, the interest on 
the purchase money would yield to 
the Cherokees an income of $350,000 
in perpetuity. The Secretary desires 
to impress upon the minds of the 
Cherokees that the Government’s terms are 
the more advantageous because the asso- 
ciation of the cattlemen might not carry 
out its contract even if it should not be 
disturbed, and for the additional reason 
that such a lease as the association now 
holds and desires to renew is “illegal and 
unlawful,” and may at any time be set 
aside by the Government. He also reminds 
them that the Government has the right 
and power at auy time to drive these lease- 
holders out. These are reasons that should 
have weight, and when the Secretary gives 
notice at the end of his letter that the cat- 
tlemen are actually to be driven out on 
June 1 next, if they shall not have gone 
out before that date, they become abso- 
lutely unanswerable. The cattlemen will 
now have liberty to withdraw their offer, 
and if they are wise they will take it away 
immediately, The Government has outbid- 
den them. 








Senator FARWELL of Illinois is the Co- 
lumbus of a great discovery. The discov- 
ery is that the spoils system, or that part 
of it which concerns the distribution of the 
offices, is imbedded in the Constitution of 
the United States. He expressed disbelief 
in the report that the President had sug- 
gested that the members of the Illinois dele- 
gation, in the House as well as in the Sen- 
ate, should submit to him their several 
lists of persons proper to fill the vacant 
offices in Chicago. ‘‘ The Constitution pro- 
vides,” he added, “that the President shall 
make appointments by and with the con- 
sent of the Senate. Under this provision I 
have advised the appointment of certain 
men to the offices to be filled, and I have 
no reason to doubt that the President will 
act accordingly. It is physically impos- 
sible for him to select men for the 
offices he must fill by appointments, 
and the duty has devolved upon 
me naturally and constitutionally.” The 
view that the advice and consent of 
the Senate consistsin the sitting up of in- 
dividual Senators with the President be- 
forehand, advising and consenting to the 
appointment of their personal “ henchmen” 
has the charm of novelty. If it should 
prevail it would much exhilarate the Senate 
and correspondingly depress the members of 
the lower house. For, if it is the business 
of the President to defer to the advice and 
secure beforehand the eonsent of the Sen- 
ators, where, in the language of WILLIAM 
MAHONE, does the Representative ‘‘come 
in’? How is he to consolidate his position 
and to make his re-election sure? The 
Constitution and Senator FARWELL ure 
both silent upon that subject, and it is 
likely that in the House the Senator’s 
brilliant and novel interpretation will not 
be accepted without dispute. 


The existence of informers is a very pow- 
erful check upon crime committed by asso- 
ciations of Irishmen. The Clan-na-Gael, or 
at least one ‘‘camp” of it, seems to be an as- 
sociation for this purpose, but the fatal 
certainty that when a dozen Irishmen are 
assembled there will be one informer 
threatens to be very painful to some of the 
conspirators. On the stage the Irish in- 
former is recognizable at a glance from his 
habit of going about bent double in very 
shiny black clothes, a St. Patrick’s Day hat, 
and no shillalah. In real life he looks 
very much like the Irishman who 
is not an informer. It seems that 
the authorities in Chicago have se- 
cured from him a_ fairly-complete 
account of the ,origin and progress of the 
conspiracy to murder Dr. CRONIN. That 
upfortunate person was himself denounced 
as an infarmer, and murdered with mach 
promy@atude. Of course there will ba, 
threges agzsinst the informer whose testi- 
mony brings his murderers to justice, if 
there proves to be such an informer. The 
fact that they have been brought to justice 
will operate as an effective discouragement, 
however, to the next conspiracy. 

Our esteemed and pious contemporary, 
Col. Erxtiotr F. SHEPARD, appears to have 
permitted his religious zeal to get the bet- 
ter of him. He was so much opposed to the 
running of stages up and down Fifth-ave- 
nue on Sunday that he offered to build a 
stable for the stage company and provide 
the additional equipment it needed, if the 





company would but spare him this afflic-. 


tion, This was done, and his ears have not 
since been shocked by the rumble-of Sun- 
day omnibuses, On the other hand, he has: 
not yet provided'the stable, and the Presi- 
dent of the company declares that “‘he has 
done absolutely nothing to redeem his 
promises.” Nay, it is declared that he 
has imposed an assessment of 95 per cent. 
on the stock, for the purpose of terrifying 
the stockholders and depreciating the value 
of their holdings, and that he has used the 
columns of his powerful organ of opinion 
for the same purpose. Thus it appears that 
he has not only secured the observance of 
the Fourth Commandment in a quarter in 
which it had been ruthlessly violated, but 
that he is in the way of securing a valuable 
property at a comparatively trifling outlay. 
When the last hostile stockholder is frozen 
out, we may expect to see the Mailand Ez- 
press break out into the inspiring text: 
** Godliness is great riches.” 


POLITICAL ASSESSMENTS. 


The notion that every man, and every 
woman too, for that matter, in the public 
service should give money to the party in 
power is a logical inference from the spoils 
system; itis also a complete violation of 
the principles of sound administration. If 
the office is given for party service and is 
likely to be lost if the party in power is 
changed, it is to the interest of the office 
holder to give his money to prevent that 
change. If the office is given, according to 
the profession but not the practice of 


party service, then the office holder has no 
interest in keeping any one party in power. 
If he be left to himself to say whether he will 
give money for party purposes, nine times 
out of ten he will not give it. This is 
partly true even whereit is his apparent in- 
terest to keep the officesin his own party. 
In the old times when there was no law 
against soliciting assessments, it was found 
to be hard work to get money from the 
employés of the Government, and coercion 
had to be applied. This could be done 
because as the office was given for politics 
it could be taken away by those who had 
control of politics—ihne Senators, the Rep- 
resentatives, the party committees, and 
particularly the bosses. As the party con- 
trol was rather leosely distributed among 
these various persons, the poor office holder 
was tormented and bled on every hand, 
never being sure of anything except that 
“ fidelity and efficiency” would not “ be a 
sure tenure of office.” 

Probably the worst feature of this busi- 
ness was the notorious swindling connected 
with it, Party expenditures are not strictly 
audited; they are not effectively audited at 
all. Much of the money is used in ways 
that cannot be avowed without bringing 
those who spend and those who receive it 
within the shadow of prison doors. You 
cannot have vouchers for bribery, direct or 
indirect. There is always a certain super- 
vision by the officers of the party organiza- 
tion who try to keep track of the money in 
a general way, and this has someeffect when 
they are themselves honest. But if a Dud- 
ley uses the money of a Wanamaker to buy 
floaters in blocks of five he does not want 
to give the pious contributor an itemized 
account of his purchases, and the saintly 
Sunday school Superintendent would not 
like to receive one. The fact that a certain 
undefined portion of the campaign fund 
goes in this way makes it impossible to 
have a clear-accounting of any of it. Even 
if the legitimate expenses could be reported, 
that would only show how much went for 
corruption, and no one engaged in 
the business wants such a showing 
to be possible. Practically, therefore, 
party money is expended without effect- 
ive responsibility, and even when the 
chief officers know what becomes of it, 
the contributors never do. The result is 
inevitable. There is a great deal of steal- 
ing, as there always must be in the hand- 
ling of loose money, especially as in these 
cases, by men of no high grade of charac- 
ter. While he cannot know exactly how, 
the clerk or inspector or other subordinate 
officer who pays his money to the party 
for fear of dismissal or other djsadvantage 
is perfectly sure that a considerable part of 
itis simply stolen. These are the facts on 
which the law of 1883 was passed by Con- 
gress. Although it does not absolutely for- 
bid political assessments, it does much to 
prevent them. It prohibits any one in the 
Federal service or in Congress to be con- 
cerned directly or indirectly in soliciting 
or receiving them, and it puts the entire 
classified service under the protection of 
the civil service rules. That protection is 
not complete, but it is valuable. S 

Itis amazing and disgraceful that this 
law should be defied and the foul practice 
of blackmail be resumed under Mr. HarrIi- 
SON by the party of MAHONE, who is the 
avowed favorite of the Administration. 
The Civil Service Commission has resolved 
to putastop to it. It has laid the facts 
before Secretarv NOBLE, in whose de- 
partment ELAM, the cbief offender, is em- 
ployed, and has also laid the facts be- 
fore the Distrct Attorney, with the in- 
tention of bringing the violators of the law 
to justice. The penalty for the offense is 
fine and imprisonment, and one conviction 
would put astop to the whole proceeding 
beyond any doubt. It is intimated that 
the President may interfere with the 
commission. We do noi believe it. He has 
not the courage. We will not say that he 
is capable of protecting these oftenders, if 
he dared to do so. - We hope that that is 
not true. But we areconfident that he will 
not dare to, It would be too openly scan- 
dalous. j 


THE ELECTRIC WIRE DECISION. 


While the effect of Judge ANDREWs’s de- 
cision in the matter of the wires of the 
electric light companies is to continue the 
injunction which prevents interference with 
the wires under the resolution of the Board 
of Electrical Control and the order of the 
Mayor until the trial of the action, it can- 
not be said to be altogether favorable to 
the companies. The gist of the decision is 
that the companies have the right under 
authority granted by the Legislature to 
maintain overhead wires so long as sub- 
ways are not provided for them,. and 
this genera] right is one that they 





|@annot be “deprived of by the Board 
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of Electrical Control, but they have 
not the right to maintain wires that are 
dangerous; the board has the right te re- 
quire the companies to discontinue the use 
of dangerous wires, but no power to com- 
pel them to remove the same from the 
streets; the Commissioner of Public Works 
may remove such dangerous wires as ob- 
structions, but only after due notice to the 
companies, giving them reasonable oppor- 
tunity for putting the wires in a safe con- 
dition; or, if the companies persist in using 
wires that are dangerous, they may be in- 
dicted for maintaining a public nuisance. 

This decision to a certain extent clears 
up the law on the subject. It appears from 
Judge ANDREWs’s statement of the contents 
of the papers in the case that the Board of 
Electrical Control claimed that no wires or 
poles could be maintained in the streets by 
any electric company unless it had the per- 
mission of the board or of the Subway Com- 
mission which it succeeded, and that the 
present board had the absolute power to 
compel the removal of all such poles and 
wires at any time without regard to 
whether the wires were safe or unsafe. 
This is a preposterous claim against 
which any court would be sure to decide. 
The object of the laws under which the 
Board of Control is acting is to get electrie 
wires put under ground, and the powers 
conferred upon it areintended to promote 
that object, and manifestly cannot he used 
to destroy the property of the companies 
or interrupt the service which they are 
chartered to perform. The power to regu- 
late the continuance of the overhead sys- 
tem was given to the board. Its permis- 
sion must be obtained to string new wires, 
and it may prescribe methods of insulation 
and require the discontinuance of danger- 
ous wires, but that does not imply an abso- 
lute power over the system regardless of 
legal rights already acquired. 

The resolution of the Board of Electrical 
Control of Oct. 9 notified the electric light 
companies to discontinue the use of such 
overhead wires as were not properly insulat- 
ed until the expert of the board should cer- 
tify that they were ina safe condition. Ac- 
cording to Judge ANDREWS the board could 
not put a summary stop to the use of such 
wires, but after ascertaining that certain 
wires were dangerous it could require the 
companies to discontinue the use of them. 
If they did not comply the matter could be 
laid before the Grand Jury and the com- 
panies could be indicted for maintain- 
ing a nuisance. The Mayor's order 
of Oct. 12 directed the Commissioner 
of Public Works to remove all wires 
which the expert of the Board of Electrical 
Control should designate as improperly in- 
sulated. Judge ANDREWS says that he had 
no power to do that at once, but must first 
notify the companies that certain wires+ 
were dangerous and give them an oppor- 
tunity to make them safe, and then, if that 
were not done within a specified reasonable 
time, he could remove them as an obstruc- 
tion. The mistake, therefore, seems to 
have been one of method in proceeding, 
due to haste caused by the excitement 
which was produced by the death of the 
unfortunate lineman, FEEKs. 


The injunction which stopped the sum- 
mary method of proceeding of the Board 
of Electrical Control and of the Mayor has 
given the companies an opportunity of 
which they have energetically availed 
themselves to replace their dangerous wires 
with others insulated in the manner pre- 
scribed by the board, and therein it nas 
served the very purpose in view. The 
agreement under which the currents were 
stopped pending the arguments and de- 
cision has also served the purpose of pre- 
venting the use of the dangerous wires in 
the meantime, so that indirectly the object 
aimed at has been substantially attained. 
Moreover, the rights and powers of all par- 
ties have been defined in a way to serve asa 
guide in the future, but it will require con- 
stant watchfulness and prompt action to 
prevent the recurrence of such ‘‘ accidents” 
as have shocked the community in the 
past. In the meantime it. must not be for- 
gotten that the only desirable place for 
electric wires of all kinds is under ground, 
and some means must be found to hasten 
the work of putting them there. The most 
serious cause of public complaint, aside 
from the use of wires that are dangerous to 
life, which may be lawfully prevented, is 
the inefficiency of the Board of Electrical 
Control in the main work for which it was 
created and vested with large powers, that 
of having subways constructed and getting 
all poles dnd wires out of the streets. That 
is the direction in which its zeal and en- 
ergy are in the greatest need of develop- 
ment. 








ALITTLE ADVICE FOR MR. POWER. 


After a scrutiny of the political horizon 
in the Eighth Senatorial District last even- 
ing Mr. Maurice J. POWER calmly an- 
nounced that he saw nothing to 
indicate that NELSON J. WATERBURY, 
Ph a the candidate of COSsTIGAN 
and the County Democracy, would 
withdraw. Is Mr. Power’s_ eyesight 
failing. or was his vision obstructed by the 
opaque form of Mr. THomas C. PLatr? If 
Mr. POWER were so minded he could, as the 
leader of the County Demecracy,in a mo- 
ment create the ‘indications’ he vainly 
sought to descry. It is not to be supposed 
that WATERBURY or his sponsor, COSTIGAN, 
would venture to disregard an intimation 
written upon the note paper of the New- 
Amsterdam Club, that in the interest of 
party harmony it would be necessary for 
him to discover and publicly announce 
that pressing private business would com- 
pel him to decline the nomination tendered 
him by the County Democracy. 


If Mr. PowER fails to take this step and 
take it promptly we do not see how he can 
escape one of two conclusions as .to his 
motives—either that he has suddenly de- 
veloped a mental obtuseness quite ont of 
keeping with his character as an experi- 
enced politician, or else that he desires that 
the Eighth District shall send a Platt Re- 
publican to the Senate. Mr. Power and 
his associate in the County Democracy 
are doubtless aware that it has been 
charged that. the terms of the agree- 
ment between. the Republicans and 
the County Democracy provide that 





either. hy _direcé support or by 


contributory negligence Mr. PowrEr’s fac- 
tion shall aid Mr. Puatr to secure a two- 
thirds majority in the Senate. We suppose 
also that Mr. Powrr must be aware that 
this charge is doing: great injury to the can- 
vass in behalf of the Citizens’ ticket. Many 
Republican and all independent voters are 
opposed to Mr. Priarr’s design to increase 
his power at-Albany. These voters would 
support the nominees of the Republicans 
and County Democrats with zeal and heart- 
iness so far as those nominees represent op- 
position to Tammany Hall in this city, but 
their zeal will be chilled and their interest 
turned to apathy if the suspicions as toa deal 
with Piatt, which have already found 
lodgment in their minds, become further 
confirmed. ‘There is confirmation for them 
already—strong confirmation in the situa- 
tion which Mr. Power has allowed Cos- 
TIGAN and his accomplices to bring about 
in the Eighth District, and some corrobora- 
tive evidence in the peculiar behavior of 
the County Democrats in other districts. 

If Mr. PowER is more interested in the | 
success of Mr. PLATT than in the success of 
the local candidates whom he helped to 
nominate, we have no advice to give him, 
but assuming that his support of the Citi- 
zens’ ticket is sincere, and that his chief 
purpose in the present canvass is to pnt 
a@ check upon Tammany Hall, we must 
counsel him with some urgency to cleanse 
himself and his following from the Platt 
smirch. The smirch is growing blacker 
and more visible every day, and every day 
diminishing the probability that the Citi- 
zens’ ticket will be successful at the polls. 

The course to be taken in the Eighth Dis- 
trict is sufficiently plain. Get Mr. WaTER- 
BURY out of the way, not only because he 
is in the Tammany category of unavail- 
ables, but because his nomination was the 
result of treachery, and was followed by 
repeated falsehoods. Then confer honor- 
ably and candidly with the Tammany Com- 
mittee with a view to agreement upona 
Democratic candidate who can be elected. 
Nothing that Mr. Power can now do will 
go so far to strengthen the citizens’ candi- 
dates among a large class of independent 
voters in this city, and if Mr. Powrr will 
permit us to say it, we are better informed 
than he as to the disposition and intentions 
of those voters. 





NOT THE SOLDIERS’ FRIEND. 


When it was first pointed out that Tan- 
NER was unfit to retain the office of Com- 
missioner of Pensions, because of his viola- 
tions of law and his notorious and scandal- 
ous contempt for sound and careful methods 
of administration, there was a great outcry 
from the claim agents, the ‘‘ rerated” favor- 
ites of the Commissioner, and many thick- 
and-thin partisans. The people were told 
that TANNER was attacked because he was 
the soldiers’ friend, and that those who had 
exposed his shortcomings were “soidier 
haters.” It may be noticed that very little 
talk of this kind is heard now. But even as 
late as the 3d inst., at the annual meet- 
ing of the Veteran Association of Ministers 
of the Genesee Methodist Conference, there 
was passed a resolution deploring the re- 
moval of TANNER, who was described as 
‘‘a man who has the true interest of the 
soldiers at heart,” and urging the President 
to “bestow upon” him “such recognition 
as befits aman who in every position has 
shown himself the true friend of the sol- 
dier.” 

It was assumed that TANNER was the 
‘** soldiers’ true friend” because he was try- 
ing to ‘* shovel out the surplus” to pension- 
ers and those who were seeking pensions, 
in a spirit of fairness to all applicants and 
without regard to the influence of rank or 
other considerations. But how clearly the 
narrow greed of the man and his subordi- 
nates is revealed by the official reports re- 
cently published! The Washington corre- 
spondent of. the Cincinnati Commercial 
Gazette, a well-known veteran soldier and 
Republican, sends to that Republican jour- 
nal a long list of the employés of the 
Bureau who were “rerated” under TAn- 
NER’s rule, and comments upon it as fol- 
lows: 

‘Those veterans who have grown weary in 
waiting for action on their cases will read the 
list belew with some interest. It shows that 
while their cases were in the pigeonholes of the 
Pension Office its principal officials and em- 
ployés, all of whom were in the enjoyment of 
good salaries, were busy working their own 
cases through for increase and reratings. First 
in the list comes Deputy Commissioner SMITH, 


who has a salary of $3,500, and who secured 
about $6,000 by rerating.” 


The Pension Bureau was full of ‘friends 
of the soldier’? who were working with 
TANNER to fill their pockets with the profits 
of “‘reratings” and accumulated back pay. 
TANNER did not “‘rerate” himself, because 
he was already drawing a large pension, 
but he put two or three members of his 
famiiy into the publicservice. One of these 
displaced a veteran. TANNER raised the 
pension of that needy veteran, Senator 
MANDERSON, and gave him $4,300, ap- 
parently expecting that this action would 
serve to defend or excuse the ‘‘rerating” of 
the members of the bureau ring. Scores of 
employés, with TANNER’S aid, were putting 
through their own cases for additional 
allowances, without regard to the waiting 
and pigeonholed cases of which the Com- 
mercial Gazette speaks, 

All other business was thrust aside by 
TANNER in order that the ‘‘rerated” might 
get their money. Secretary NOBLE wrote, 
in his letter to TANNER of June 24: 

“There was no reason uniter the existing 
rules that their cases should be made ‘special 
or rushed through in advance of all others. On 
the contrary, there was then, and had been for 
some years, a printed rule in fuil torce that no 
cases should be made ‘special’ except in cases 
of destitution or when the applicant was at the 
point of death. Yet these cases were all hur- 
ried through by your order, while hundreds of 
thousands of other pensioners were awaiting 
throughout the land the allowance for the first 


time of the bounty the Government had prom- 
ised them.” 


It is probable that many other employés 
would have secured increases and back 
pay if TANNER had not been disturbed. 

The best representative and friend the 
soldiers can have at the head of the Pension 
Bureau is an honest and well-equipped 
officer who will strive without fear or favor 
to execute the laws as they stand. Such a 
friend the soldiers need, and their need 
was never so great as it has been since 
TANNER and his associates began to dis- 
grace them 








AMUSEMENTS. 
CLARA MORRIS. 


The play called “‘Héléne,” which Clara Mor- 


Tis has added to her repertory, had been seen 
in New-York before its production last night at 
the Union-Square Theatre. It nad a single per- 
formance at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre on Mon- 
day evening, April 30, 1888. Its author is Miss 
Martha Morton, and it has lately been revised 
by a Mr. Fleischman. ‘‘Héléne” is not the 
kind of a piece to submit to serious examina- 
tion. It is all strained, unnatural, and improb- 
able. 

The scene is in France, and the heroine is sup- 
posed to be an impulsive, passionate woman 
whose name is coupled with infamy partly 
through the misdeeds of her father, partly 
through the slanders of a scorned lover. This 
woman marries a man she does not love, and 
discards one she adores, to save her reputation, 
Her husband, an invalid, dies after tak 
ing a medicinal powder prepared for him 
by his wife’s favored lover, a physician, and 
the slanderous lover, hitherto mentioned, there- 
upon declares that the potion was poisonous. 
Héléne, for no apparent reason, believes there 
is force In this accusation, and dallies with the 
slanderer in order to secure from him the 
alleged palpable proof of the truth of his 
charge—a second powder prepared simulta- 
neousiy with the first. Having ob- 
tained it she bids the villain to be 
gone, but instead of heeding her command 


he deliberately kisses her, just asthe virtuous 
poe yarn whom she is about to make her sec- 
ond husband, comes upon the scene. He de- 
mands an explanation, of course, and the villain 
defles Héléne to give it, whereupon Héléne 
weeps and wails and exclaims, ‘‘ No, no, no !” 

The physician’s taith in womankind is, there- 
fore, greatly shaken, He thirsts for vengeance, 
and asingular duel is arranged on the spot. 
Each combatant writes his name upon a slip of 
paper, and those slips are folded and placed 
With others upon a table. It is decided that 
the person whose name is drawn shall live, 
while the other must die by his own hand. The 
unfortunate heroine, who is treated with con- 
tumely by both gentlemen, is then forced to 
select the slip. She stands by the table with an 
expression of intense agony upon her face and 
picks up first a blank, then another blank, and 
then the siip bearing the virtuous physician’s 
name, whereupon she gives way to hysterical 
frenzy. After much theatric posing the un- 
lucky combatant retires to the garden and puts 
a bullet into his head. He does not die, how- 
ever, until he has repented his sins and con- 
fessed the wrong he has done to Héléne. 

This is all preposterous rubbish, of course. 
It serves, however, as well as any other piece 
could serve, as @ medium for the exhibition of 
the extraordinary personality and curious the- 
atricai method of Clara Morris. She wears 
gorgeous raiment and goes through the four 
acts in her customary manner. She 
speaks many lines orf inflated sentiment 
in the lg tones of a person talking 
in a dream. er face assumes a great variety 
of startling expressions. Her body and limbs 
frequently trembie as if she were in danger of 
apasms. She indulges in frantic outbursts of 
emotion, and often peeen the stage in a strange, 
wild, restless way that suggests the movements 
of an untamed animal in captivity. 

The faults of style, crudities of speech, ana 
absolute defiance of accepted artistic rules al- 
ways observable in her acting, even in the old 
days of her triumph in “Article 47” and 
“ Alixe,” are now more noticeable than ever. 
But the force of her acting is undenia- 
ble, and there is something fascinating 
in its very grotesqueness. The effect is 
never pleasing. One cannot help wonder- 
ing, if the play ever contains a moment of illu- 
sion for him, how three several men could pos- 
sibly fall in love with a woman so peculiar, so 
unlovely in all her moods, so abnormal in 
her demonstrativeness. But there is nothing 
else in the contemporary theatre that 
can be compared with Clara Morris. 
There is never room for doubt that she 
takes herself seriously, that in such passages 
as the absurd lottery scene of “ Héljne” she is 
dreadfully inearnest. Her delineation of tho 
frantic agony of the woman at the close of 
that episode might have been studied in a hos- 
pital or madhouse. 

There was atime when the acting of Clara 
Morris possessed the charm that belongs to 
youth, and there was some trace of sweetness 
in her portrayals of over-emotional ohar- 
acters, but that time has passed. Even her 
voice is devoid of the charm it once pos- 
sessed. Her extraordinary artistic traits are 
all exaggerated; everything is overdone; 
she piles up the agony remorselessly, yet 
she seems to retain her hold upon audiences of 
ordinary intelligence. There is no doubt that a 
large proportion of the assemblage that 
crowded the Union-Square Theatre last 
night was deeply impressed by her per- 
formance. She shocks and startles and 
thrills the spectator and leaves him 
aqumb with amazement after the curtain 
has fallen. She never charms bis senses or 
captivates his fancy, and her expositions of suf- 
fering are rarely responded to with sympa- 
thetic tears. Ifthere isany of the inherent, 
creative power called genius on the stage, Clara 
Morris certainly possesses @ share of it; put in 
spite of her long experience and the advantages 
of walang she has enjoyed, her genius is com- 
bined with a very small degree of acquired art, 
and uncontrolled by —— taste and apprecia- 
tisn of tine artistic effect. 

The company supporting Miss Morris now in- 
cludes Mr. Frederic de Belleville, Mr. J.-M. 
Colville, Mr. J. G. Saville, Mr. Verner Clarges, 
Mrs. Octavia Allen, and Miss Willett. Mr. W. 
J. Ferguson is also temporarily in the cast of 
“Héléne.” He hasatrivial part, but he cre- 
ated some diversion last evening by his queer 
drollery. Ais humor is almost as outré in its 
way as Miss Morris’s serious emotion. 


ERNST POSSART AGAIN. 


It was a gala night at the Amberg Theatre 
when Ernst Possart made his reappearance as 
the weak young King of France in “ Die Biut- 
hochzeit” of Albert Lindner. What with the pres- 
ence of ex-President and Mrs. Cleveland, laurel 
garlands from Edwin Booth, Mme. Zimmerman, 
and other admirers of Possart, and the appear- 
ance of the many new friends this able actor 
won during his last season in New-York, 
the little theatre was crowded to suffocation 
with a patient and appreciative throng, and 
Director Amberg wasin his glory. Standing 
room was refused long before the curtain rose 
and nothing occurred to mar an event which is 
considered an important one by the German 
population of our town. 

Ernst Possart has the first requisite forsucha 
pitiful character as that of Charles 1X. He 
looks the soft, timid soul who quakes at the 
shadow of his ruthless mother. His movement 
on the stage is large and supple, and though in 
the first act he struck well the keynote of the 
play, namely, his fear of the woman who is 
about to usher in the Eve of St. Bartholomew, 
it must be said that he kept also a certain 
artistic kingliness in his bearing. As Henry of 
Navarre Herr Kriiger was sometimes guilty of 
declamation, but at least he showed that he 


was able to take a part of this sort better than 
modern characters like Rochester in the Ger- 
man play of ‘‘ Jane Eyre.” The women were dis- 
tinctly inferior to the men. There was no 
actress who did so well as Herr Kriiger, while 
it need bardly be said to New-Yorkers that 
Ernst Possart was head and shoulders above 
aby on the stage. 

Fraulein Weinert as Katherine de Medicis 
performed her part with intelligence, but kept 
always on the dead level of commonplace. 
That sing-song into which Germans readily fall 
when they read aloud, was rather painfully ap- 
parent in Friulein Weinert. She has also a 
number of mannerisms which are understood by 
theatregoers to represent the facial gest- 
ures of villains and persons of inordi- 
nate love of power; these she used 
rather oftener than was necessary. At her 
best part, when she is charged by her daughter 
with alist of black crimes and acknowledges 
the condition of her soul, this actress was dis- 
tinctly below the mark set by the playwright. 
There was nv suppleness, no fine transitions, no 
gleam of strong talent even to relieve medi- 
sere Fréiulein Leithner as Marguerite de 
Valois offered a somewhat ary and monotonous 
personality, but the opportunities of her réle 
are less varied. 

Interest centred in Herr Possart, very much 
as if he were a star actor with inadequate sup- 
port, for such would nave been that support 
had it not been saved by Herr Kriiger. Bere 
Kierschner was a Coligni who deserved his 
fate; Fratielin Schréder a feeple Marquise de 
Fontanges, and Herr Gerold an entirely flat 
Cardinal de Lorraine. Against these the per- 
formance of Herr Possart was relieved with 
— effect. The scene between the King and 

is sister when he reverts to their childhood 
and glides from his hatred for his mother to the 
loneliness of his life was well moduiated and 
deserved better support than the actress on the 
boards at the time could offer. In the massacre 
scene Herr Possart was a tritie incoherent, per- 
haps because of the apparition with a sceptre, 
which, like Hamlet’s ghost in a hundred similar 
cases, had # moat unnecessary tangibleness. 
At the close of this act, however, 
there was a2 briliiant passage when 
his mood turns, and, summvning courage 
to daunt his mother, he saves the life of Henry 
of Navarre. The great scene is, of course, the 
Jast act, when he and his sister fall into the trap 
set by Katherine de Medicis for Henry of 
Navarre and are poisoned. Here Possart 
again showed himself more than a good 
actor, and very nearly a great one. He 
was free from the howling into which 
the second-rate German actor falls when he be- 
comes excited, and his movements were never 
abrupt even when most swift. At moments he 
overacts a trifle, however. Thus the turn he 
makes before falling dead is artificial and mars 
the impressiveness of the scene. It was plain 
that Herr Possart has not lost anything of bis, 
art since he wae last in New-York, and thas 

entire ce wae bent on carrying out in;

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“LOCAL POLITICAL AFFATRS 


GOV. HILL TRIES TO SMOOTH 
MATTERS. 
WHE REPUBLICAN-COUNTY DEMOCRACY 
LEGISLATIVE DEAL — NOMINATIONS 
LAST NIGHT, 


Gov. Hill, who was at the Hoffman House all 
Way yesterday, concentrated his energies and 
influence toward patching up the differences in 
‘the Democratic Party.in this city. The Gov- 
ernor is sorely perplexed over the disorganized 
condition of affairs of his party in this city, and 
heid numerous conferences with leaders of all 
dezrees with a view of removing the obstacles, 
insuring the success of a Democratic ticket, 
@nd the return from this city of the same num- 
ber of Democrats elected to the present House. 

The most important interviews Gov. Hill 
held were with Police Commissioner John R. 
Voorhis and ex-Senator Thomas C, Dunham. 
Mr. Voorhis it will be remembered persuaded 
Mr. Dunham to accept the Democratic Sen- 
atorial nomination in the Eighth District, with 
the distinct assurance that Tammany Hall 
would indorse him. Voorhisis regarded to-day 
as one of the brightest men in the County 


Democratic organization, and Dunham as one 
ofthe most energetic workers, The rebuif to 
Voorhis is deplored by the better-meaning 
County Democrats, who take the position that 
Voorhis should have had the right to make his 
own Senatorial nomination without the inter- 
ference of the central organization. Voorhis in- 
sisted that Dunham should have the nomjna- 
tion, and the convention, which has been hereto- 
fore in thehabituf obeying Voorhis’s slightest 
movement, nominated young Waterbury. 

The cry of deal was at once raised, and Gov. 
Hili came down from Albany. to see about it. 
Thus far the Governor has received cold com- 
fort. He sent for Mr. Voorhis and laid aown 
the law, but Mr. Voorhis held that he was right, 
that he had been imposed upon, and there was 
nething now for him to do. When Mr. Hill 
questioned Mr. Dunham he learned that the 
ex-Senator was outspoken in regard to this 
legislative deal between the County Democrats 
and the Republicans. The Governor suggested 
that Mr. Dunham could carry the district pro- 
viding the Counties would indorse him, but to 
this Mr. Dunham observed that under no cir- 
cumstances could he now think of r g, as 
he would be exposed to a double fire. 

To those to whom Gov. Hill spoke confiden- 
tially he expressed the candid opinion that =~ 
Counties and the Republicans had made this 
deal on the jegislative offices, but that it was 
absolutely impossible for Mr. Platt and his 
aliies to elecé a two-thirds Legislature. The 
Governor expects to go to Albany to-day, but 
before going he is hopeful of straightening out 
affairs in the sanguinary Eighth District.

HEAVY ASSESSMENTS. 


THE WAY IN WHICH TAMMANY- TAXES} 
ITS CANDIDATES. 


Ranning for office in this city nowadays is 
father expensive-work. The candidates on the 
Tammany ticket, for instance, have ‘to stake 
pretty round sums on their chances of getting | 
elected. The hurrahand congratulations;from 
party friends upon nominations are all very 
pleasant, but the assessment that is put ‘upon 
the candidate by Tammany is not so pleasant a 


thing for the office secker to contemplate. Tam- 
many puts up pretty stiff figures t. year in 
the way of assessments. 

Frank T. Fitzgerald, nominee for Register, an 
office that pays $12,000 a year for three years 
and certain fees, is assessed $15,000, enry 
Bischoff, Jr., nominee for Judge ofthe Court of 
Cowmon Pleas, an office that pays $15,000 per 
year for fourteen years, is assessed $15,000. 
Henry A. Gildersleeve, nominee for Judge of the 
Court of General Sessions, an office that pays 
$12,000 a year for fourteen years, is assessed 
$15,000. 6 is kicking at 8 figure. He ex- 
pected the Republican indorsement as well as 
the Tammany nomination, and he don’t seem to 
think that Tammany alone is worth an invest- 
ment of $15,000. Judge Nehrbas and Robert 
A. Van Wyck, nominees for the City Court 
Judgeships that pay | aNd a year for six 
years, are assessed $8,000 each. John H. V. 
arnold, nominees for the office of President of 
the Board of Aldermen, an office that pays 
$3,000 a year, has to pay a small assessment, 
but the place coats him nearly if not quite as 
much as it pays him. 

These figures only take into account the 
money that the candidates must pay to the 
organization. It is their investment in the 
political market. They put up that margin to 
win office and the power and salary that the 
office gives. Besides these fixed charges there 
are otber expenses that are incidental, but when 
footed up they reach large figures. Bischoff 
and Gildersleeve, for instance, each have head- 
quarters to maintain, which is expensive. 


EIGHTH SENATORIAL DISTRICT. 

The complication between Tammany and the 
Counties over the candidate for Senator in the 
Eighth Senatorial District was left unchanged 
by the Tammany Convention, which reeonvened 
last night. On motion of Deputy Commissioner 


of Public Works Martin another adjournment of 
twenty-four hours was taken, and the con- 
ference committee was continued with power to 
act. The Tammany leaders were of the opinion 
Jast night that Nelson J. Waterbury, Jv., would 
withdraw and that a man would be nominated 
in bis placejwho would be supported by both 
organizations. The Tammany folks had aman 
in mind, but who it was they would not say. 

The County Democracy people seem to take 
a different view of it. Maurice J. Power said 
last night that he saw no indications that Mr. 
Waterbury would be withdrawn. The matter 
had not been considered at the meeting of the 
Counties’ Sub-Executive Committee held at the 
Cooper Institute in the afternoon. Mr. Water- 
bury said that he supposed that he was in 
the race to stay. Added to Mr. Waterbury’s 
unique qualifications as a Senatorial candidate 
from the Eighth is the fact that he is not a resi- 
dent of the district. His residence is down in 
the directory at 13 West Fifty-sixth-street. 
That residence is in the Sixteenth Election Dis- 
trict of the Twenty-first Assembly District, and 
there is no part of this district in the Eighth 
Senatorial District.

SURPRISING THE POLITIOIANS. 


MR. FIELD POSTMASTER OF PHILADEL- 
PHIA AGAINST THEIR WISHES. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 29.—A great deal of sur- 
prise was created in political circles to-day by 
the announcement that the commission of John 
Field as Postmaster had arrived, because it was 
generally supposed that Postmaster Harrity, 
having been allowed to stay in so long, would 
be left undisturbed until the expiration of his 
four years, which would be early in December. 

The appointment brought very little comfort 
to the politicians, because none of the leaders 
and workers wanted Mr. Field appointed, and 
if the boys get much in the Post Office, it will 
be more than they expect. The only comfort 
that they have isin the fact that Mr. Field has 
already announced as his assistant ex-Senator 
B. F. Hughes, who is, and always has been, 
a thorough-going politician, and, if he 


is much of a reformer, nobody has ever found it 
out. Mr. Field thinks that Hughes 1s his per- 
sonal appointment, but as a matter of fact his 
appointment was determined upon by the lead- 
ers some weeks ago and they accomplished his 
appointment in such a way that Field really 
thinks that Hughes is bis ownselection. A 
good many people think that Field’s appoint- 
ment was announced at this time for its prob- 
able effect on the election next Tuesday. 

Mr. Field was busy in the counting room of 
Young, Smyth, Field & Co., at noon, receiving 
the congratulations of his friends, He said that 
he had received the first notice of his appoint- 
ment about an hour before, when Thomas Dolan 
came in and presented him with a large en- 
velope containing his appointment. ‘‘ The policy 
which I have already aunounced, and with 
which the public is familiar,” said Mr. Field, 
“is the policy which will be carried out in the 
Management of the Post Office. The same 
methods will be applied as in my private busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Field said that he would take hold as soon 
as Mr. Harrity was preparedts hand over the 
oftice. Mr. Field called at the Post Office, but 
did not find Mr. Harrityin. He had a short 
talk with Assistant Postmaster Drake. Later 
in the afternoon ex-Senator Hughes, Mr, Field’s 
assistant, calledon Mr. Drake, and the two 
were in conversation some time. Subsequeutly 
Mr. Drake said to a reporter: 

‘So far as the office will be political, an effort 
will be made to give satisfaction to every ele- 
ment of the organization.”

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

As you have inserted two protests against the ao- 
tion of the late Episcopal General Convention in 
regard to the saying by the people as well as the 
ministers of the ‘‘general thanksgiving,’ I trust 
you will make room for a few words in justification 
of that action.

The argument that because it is called a “‘ general 
thanksgiving” it should be joined in by the congre- 
gation four, is baseless. The word “general,” 
as qualitying thanksgiving. refers not to those who 

oin in it, but the kind of thanksgiving offered—for 
‘general’ blessings—as distinguished trom par. 
ticular blessings, for which special forms of thanks- 
giving are elsewhere appointed. No better act was 
done in the estimation of the Church at large by the 
General Convention than when it refused to give 
sanction to the unauthorized, unrubrical, and inde.

jpany’s business secrets and valuable information; 

[to entice away its skilled workmen, in particular 
ne Albert A. Milier, without whom the works could 
ot be completed, and to bribe them so to construct 
he works that they would not answer the purposes 
‘or which they were intended, but wonld explode 
nd destroy themselves while in operation, and 
uin the material and products of manufacture. 

, “And in this indictment the defendants were ac- 

feused of the crime of inducing Miller, who had 

jbeen taken into theiremploy and the nominal em- 

‘ploy of the Vacuum Oil Company, to cause to be 
nilt at the Buffalo Lubricating Oil Company’s 

‘work’s unnecessarily hot fires, whereby the crude 

petroleum was resolved into dangerous gases and 

jsubstances and the life and limb of persons em- 

\ployed about the works were greatly endangered, 

‘and the works endangered and greatly injured.” 

|. Every step of the subsequent proceedings was 

contested by five of the best lawyers in the 

a representing the defendants. Their de-

@ jury on its merits. The spectacie of repre- 


sentative members of the greatest and most 
tyrannical monopoly the world had ever known 
eB the bar of a criminal court suggested 


any vital questions to tus public mind. Would 

ot the vastintluence of the monopoly render 
ait. impossible to get the necessary witnesses 
upon the stand? Was the power of the law par- 
tamount over the power of the monopoly? One 
important question never occurred. Every- 
body thought that in the event of conviction 
jthe punishment would be adequate to the ex- 
treme gravity of the charge, 
| Itis not necessary to go at length into the testi- 
{mony offered by District Attorney Quinby. 
{few abstracts will show the strength of the 
‘peopie’s case. Albert A. Miller, referred to in 
‘the indictment, related his whole connection 
‘with the Buffalo Lubricating Oil Company and 
with the Everests. His testimony as to the 
conspiracy and the advice given him by the 
{Everests as to how he should cripple the Buffalo 
sompany, furnished the warrant for nearly 
every charge made in the indictments. 

The evidence of George Truesaale, a reputa- 
fble lawyer, was clinching. He told of a con- 
versation between the Everests, Miller, and 
himself, as follows: 

“I told Mr. Everest that I did not know the ex- 
act terms of Miller’s contract with the Buffalo com- 
pany. but if he had entered into a cortract and 
‘violated it, I presumed there would be a liability for 
damages as Well as a lizbility for debts of the Buf- 
faio party; Mr. Miller and Mr. Everest both talked 
ou the matter, and Mr. Everest said, ‘I think there 
are other ways for Miller to get outofit.’ I told 
him I saw no way except either to back outor sell 
out. Mr. Everest said, substantially, I think, in 
these words: ‘Suppose he should arrange the ma- 
chinery so it would bust up; what would the conse- 
quences be?’ ‘ Well,’ I said, ‘my opinion is that if it 
is negligently, carelessly done, not purposely done, 
he would be only civilly liable for damages caused 
»by his negligence; but if it was willfully done there 
would bea further criminal Mability for malicious 
‘injury to the property of the company.’ 
je said he woalad like me to look up the 
“law carefully on that point; at a subsequent inter- 
\ view Mr. Everest wanted to know if I had looked 
yup that matter, and I told him I had, and that my 
Ampression had not changed; that such acase would 
Gnvolve Mr. Millerin a criminal liability, if he dia 
iton purpose, and everybody who advised him or 
counseled him of such course would be equally lis- 
‘ble with him, and the consequences would be, if 
they followed that course, that they would get into 
State’s prison; I said: * Mr. Miller, if he is an hon- 
est man, won’t think of taking any such action as 
that’; Mr. Everest said: ‘Such things will have to 
be foundout before they can be punished’; I told 
fhim I thought the suggestion was altogether 
wrong, and the action would certainly be very 
‘hazardous as well as wrong,” ° 
! This is afair sample of the evidence offered to 
‘prove the allegation of conspiracy to blow up 
,and destroy tie works of the Buffalo company. 
‘In its entirety it would fill volumes. Working 
in another line, District Attorney Quinby at- 
‘tempted to prove that not only had the con- 
spiracy existed, but that Miller had actually 
attempted the work he had undertaken. For 
this purpose employes of the Butfalo company 
attending the fires under Miller’s supervision 
were called upon. 

On the day that the first run of oil was made 
there haa been two explosions, by which the 
faiety valve was blown off, freeing a vapor 
which, if ignited, would have created a tremen- 
dous explosion. Miller was away when this 
occurred, but he had built the fires under 
‘the boilers. Frank R. Beardsley, testifying as 
Lo the condition of those fires, said he had never 
seen fires so intensely hot under a still, and he 
regarded them as dangerous in the extreme to 
the safety of the property and the lives of the 
employes. 

Leuis Lapress, employed by the Buffalo com- 
pany, testifying on thia point, said: 

“I was put on the boilers that day, and also in- 
structed to fire the still. I don’t know tnat I 
, started it, but I ran it after it was started. Albert 
‘Miller directed it. He directed me as to the build- 
ing of the fires. As near as I can recollect he di- 
jrected me to fire this still as heavily as I possibly 
/could, and I did so until some time along in the fore- 
moon he came to me and spoks to me in this way. 
(He says, *You ain’t firing this still half; you 
ain’t got no tire under it.’ I think he ok 
\the shovel from my hands and throwed in 
;s0me Coal himself. We have not, to my knowledge, 
‘had fires under this still as hot as that since I have 
been there. Miller told me to go and fire the still 
again. He told me to shovel the coalin and fire her 
\jup—that I had not been firing her properly. Then 
‘I built all the fire I could possibly putin her. I did 
not see him any more until the safety valve blew 
off again in the afternoon. I think the urickwork 
‘around the furnace was cracked ina few places 
‘after the firing that day.” 
| After the prosecution had rested the defand- 
‘anv’s counsel asked the court to discharge three 
of the defendants—John D. Archbold, Henry 
{H. Rogers, and Ambrose McGregor—as the 
evidence did not directly connect them with the 
conspiracy. Judge Haight ordered them ac- 
quitted. For this he was severely criticised on 
the ground that he should have left the liability 
of these three defendants to the jury. When 
jtheir acquittal was directed Mr. Quinby 
jumped excitedly to lifts feet and exclaimed 
sarcastically: 

“The court had better order the discharge of 
-the rest of these defendants and indict the Dis- 
trict Attorney.” 
|} In charging the jury Judge Haight passed 
over the broad charge of conspiracy to rum the 
“Butfaio Company, and said that the alleged at- 
tempt to blow up the works was “the chief 
‘inquiry in the case.” Such was not District At- 
torney Quinby’s idea. He had laid stress on 
atliat feature merely as a Strong piece of evi- 
dence to prove “criminal conspiracy to injure 
| trade and commerce.” 
| The case was given to the jurors at 6 o’clock 
on the evening of May 14, and the next morn- 

‘ing they reported a verdict of “Guilty as” 
charged in the indictment.” Judgment was 
‘guspended and the case appealed tothe General 
Term of the Supreme Court. That tribunal 
affirmed the verdict of the trial court, and 
mearly a year after the conviction the Everests 
appeared before the bar to learn the penalty 
for their offense. 
| Judge Haight sentenced Hiram B. and Charles 
M. Everest to pay a tine of $250 each. 
j+ Much indignation was the result of this far- 
Cical administration of justice. Columns of 
scathing editorials were printed, in which 
Judge Haight came in for his share of the 
blame. The only reason he ever offered for his 
extraordinary leniency Was that some twenty 
prominent citizens of Buffalo signed a petition 
peovies for mercy for the Rochester eriminals. 

‘wenty thousand signatures could easily have 
been secured for a demand that the severest 
punishment be inflicted on the millionaires 
convicted of so heinous a crime. 

A year passed, during which the Everests 

threatened to go to the Court of Appeals, but 
they did not go. On May 1, 1889, they paid the 
aggregate fine of $1,500, which, according to 
Judge Haight, was to satisfy justice and an out- 
razed community. ‘

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JUDGE VAN VORS?V’S FUNERAL... 


MANY FRIENDS ATTEND THE SERVICES 
CONDUCTED IN THE CHURCH. 


Yesterday afternoon { there was a private 
funeral service over the body of Judge Hooper 
©. Van Vorst at the house, 811 Madison-av., 
conducted bythe Rev. Henry J. Vandyke, Jr., 
pastor of the Brick Ohurch, and subsequently 
the body was transferred to the Fifth-Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, where a publio funeral 
service was held. The pall bearers wereS. B. 
Brownell, Joseph A. Choate, William Allen But- 
ler, Judge Arnoux, Gen. Butterfield, Judge 
Barrett, George §. Coe, and George W. Van 
Siclen, 

It was one of the largest attended funerals in 
this city in recent years. The auditorium was 
almost filled and many seats in the gallery were 
occupied. The Hoiland Society, of which Judge 
Van Vorst was President, had few absentees, 
and the members were easily distinguished by 
mourning badges of orange and black. The Psi 
Upsilon Club and outside members of the fra- 
ternity gathered as a mark of respect to one of 
the earliest members. President Baker and 
Secretary Abbott headed the delegation. The 
Union College Alumni Association, of which 
J ve oa Van Vorst was President, and the Asso- 
ciation of the Bar, of which he was Vice Presi- 
dent, were strongly represented, the officers 
and Executive Committee of the judiciary 
organization having been especially appvuinted 
for the occasion. Prominent citizens from other 
professions and various commercial interests 
could have been counted by the score. 

The Rev. Dr. John Hali officiated and made 
an adaress. He said that Judge Van Vorst was 
the faithful and diligent Superintendent of the 
Sunday school for many years. He was also 
conspicuous as an elder and prominent asa 
memver of the American Board of Foreign 
Missions. A week ago to-day he was at the 
weekly church meeting, apparently in usual 
health, and his taking off was sudden and un- 
expected. Dr. Hall spoke of deceased’s pro- 
fessional career and of his private life 28 above 
criticism and beyond reproach. 

The Rev. Dr. Gillespie, who was for a long 
period associated with Judge Vau Vorst on the 
Board of Foreign Missions, offered the principal 
prayer.

STREET BANDS MUST GO. 





THE ALDERMEN PROHIBIT THEM FROM 
PLAYING ANY MORE. 


The Board of Aldermen yesterday voted to 
abolish the hand organs and itinerant street 
bands. This action has been hanging fire for 
some time. The Musical Mutual Protective 
Association, District Assembly 49, the Balfe 
Association, and others had petitioned the 
Mayor for the extinction of the street bands 
and other itinerant musicians, and the Mayor 


sent the petitions to the Aldegsmen for their 
action. ‘he matter was referred to the Law 
Committee and has been discussed spasmodic- 
ally since. 

Yesterday it was down for the general order, 
and additional attention was calied toit by a 
resolution sent in from the Central Labor Union 
protesting against the bands und asking for 
action. The matter was called up, and imme- 
diately some of the Aldermen left the room. 
Statesman Carlin was one of them. Mr. Fitz- 
simmons, Vice-President of the board, said 
that he noted that many members were leaving 
the room. Some of them had been boasting of 
their friendship for labor. These friends of 
labor should be “shown up.” A vote was taken 
onthe proposed ordinance, and the Aldermen 
present voted forit. They were President Ar- 
noid and Messrs. Fitzsimmons, R. J. Barry, 
Cowie, Gregory, Gunther, Lynch, Morris, Noo- 
nan, Rapp, Kinckhoff, Storm, Sullivan, and 
Walker. Some of the Aldermen were not pres- 
ent at any time during the meeting. Those 
who were in! at roll-call but who left before the 
vote was taken, either to avoid it or for other 
reasons, were David, Barry, Carlin, Divver, 
Dowd, Flynn, Hammond, Tait, ana Goetz. 

This is the ordinance as passed: 

“No person shall beat any drum or instrament 
for the purpose of attracting the attention of pas- 
sengers on any street in the city of New-York to 
any show of beasts or birds, or other things in said 
city, under the penalty of $10 tor each offense; nor 
shall any person use, or perform with, or hire, pro- 
cure, or abet any other person to use or perform 
with, any hand organ, or other musical or other in- 
strumentin any of the streets or public places in 
the city of New-York, under a penalty of $10 for 
each offense. * 

“ The provisions of this section shall apply only 
to itinerant musicians and side shows, and shall not 
be construed so as to atfect any band of music, or 
organization, or musical society engaged in any 
military or civic parade, or in serenading, who 
shall comply with the laws of the State relating to 
parades in the city of New-York, or to any musical 
performance conducted under a license from the 
proper municipal authority.” 

Mayor Grant’s signature, when affixed, will 
put the ordinance into effect immediately. 


FRAUD EXPOSED. 


SUPERIORITY OF DR. JAEGER’S FABRICS

The treatment was precisely the 
same as in the first test, but the result was dif- 
ferent. The woolen partof the fabric, about 
two-thirds of the piece, was Poo get and 
dissoived, but strong as the solution was, it had 
no effect on the cotton part of thefabric. It 
was fished out and snown to be made like a 
piece of stockinette, Tufts of the two speci- 
mens of sanitary goods were also set under a 
ee and the brand was plainly discern- 
ible.

} ‘ever made in this State was that by Judge Gil- 
dersleeve in what is known as the “‘ pool-seiling 
case,” entitled ‘‘The People sgainst William 
Spencer.”. The facts taken from the records 
are as follows: Spencer carried on a pool shop 
at 80 Park-row. On the 13th. of July, 1888, 
Officer Robert W. Clark bought a pool ticket 
from Spencer for $5, to be placed.on the horse 
Cruiser at odds of 5 to 2, and paid the commis- 
sion of 25 cents. Spencer handed the officer a 
card on which was printed, in very small type, 
an agreement, which Clark signed, that he 
(Spencer) was to take or send the wager to the 
Brighton Beach race course and place it there. 

The officer then arrested Spencer and took 
him to the Tombs Police Court, where he was 
held for trial on bail. He was subsequently in- 
dicted. On the trial of the action in the Court 
of General Sessions, before Judge Gildersleeve, 
on the 17th of April, 1889, the above facts were 
proved. The poolseller’s lawyer made a motion 
that the Judge direct a verdict of acquittal on 
the ground that no orime had. been committed, 
for the reason that Clark had constituted Spen- 
cer his agent for the purpose of placing his bet 
at the race course. 

The Assistant District Attorney, 
ing vigorously, opposed 
in support of his 
cision of Justice Fish of the Supreme 
Court of this State upon a similar case, 
directly in point, entitled The People against 
Barber, and reported in the Fifth of New-York 
Criminal Reports, page 381. In the Barber 
case the pool ticket was precisely the same as 
that of Spencer, except that the name of the 
horse and race track were different. 

It read as follows: “ Commission Agency, 
Saratoga—$5, which amount [ request you to 
invest for me on the Sheepshead Bay race track 
to-day on Linden to win in fourth race.” 

The question before the Supreme Court in the 
Barber case was the same as that raised by 
Spencer’s counsel before Judge Gilaersleeve, it 
being contended that the pool ticket was sim- 
ply a contract, and that there was no violation 
of the law. 

Mr. Justice Fish disposes of the contention 
very summarily. He says: 

“It is quite clear to my mind that the enterprise 
of the defendant is within the line of industry 
which the Legislature intended to restrain, It was 
no doubt Ere to in reference to the provisions of 
the statute, and so as to evade thelaw, * * * The 
real transaction, if stripped of the disguise thrown 
over it, comes squarely within the prohibition. He 
occupied a room and <p such books or apparatus 
as were appropriate to the business, and recorded 
the transaction in two documents. The money was 
paid and received to be invested as a bet or wager, 
and he sent the money on to the race track for that 
perpen. The same end was ffected, though calling 
the device by a different name. 

“If sucha proceeding does not come within the 
prohibition then the statute will fail of its purpose, 
The defendant declares in language that his buai- 
ness is something innocent, but his acts are on the 
forbidden ground. It may here be a question of 
fact fora jury whether the cover of defendant’s 
business was nota device to elude the statute, at 
the same time intending to effect the very thing 
prohibited.” 


Now let us contrast the opinion of Judge 
Gildersleeve in the General Sessions of New- 
York alongside of the opinion of the learned 
Justice of the Supreme Court. Judge Gilder- 
sleeve says: 

**In this case the transaction is a very simple one 
indeed, and I see but one view to take ofit. If 
these pare where commission business is done in 
the taking of bets to be placed at the rival tracks 
are to be shutup the Legislature must make it an 
offense to enter into an agreement of the kind, 
and the entire business can be promptly Yow goer 
But I do not think it can be stopped under the law 
as it exists now. I have no doubt as to my duty. 
The law shouid be amended, and can readily be 
amended. You are advised, gentlemen of the jury, 
to acquit the defegdant.’’ 

The jury, under such direction, acquitted the 
defendant, and several more indictments against 
pool sellers were under the decision then dis- 
missed. ‘ 

Judge Gildersleeve said: ‘I don’t think that 
it [pool selling) can be ng ae under the law as 
it exists now.” Justice Fish says: “The real 
transaction, if stripped of the disguise thrown 
over it, comes squarely within the prohibition.” 

Judge Gildersleeve says: “Ihave no doubt 
as to my duty; the law should be amended, and 
can readily be amended.” Justice Fish says: 
“lt may here be a question of fact for a jury 
whether the defendant’s business was not a 
device to elude the statute, at the same time in- 
tending to effect the very thing prohibited.” 

Comment upon these conflicting decisions 1s 
almost unnecessary. The opinion of Mr. Justice 
Fish is given in conformity with sound law and 
good morals; the opinion of Judge Gildersleeve 
was not only in the interest of law breakers and 
against good morals and common sense, but it 
was also in direct contravention of the decision 
ofa higher court and all of the well-known 
rules of interpretation of statutes which every 
law student is conversant with. 

The simple qneeves is, What was the intent 
of the statute? Mr. Justice Fish interprets that 
intent to put down the pernicious public vice of 
gambling and pool selling on horse races, and 
that the so-called common-carrier agreement was 
simply a trick and device to evade the law. 
‘Laws cannot be evaded or defeated by trick 
or device” is an axiom which Judge Gilder- 
sleeve ought to have been taught by his legal 
preceptors, if he ever hadany. That a Judge 
of a high criminal court should make so flagrant 
a decision in defiance of the letter and spirit of 
the statute, in conflict with the opinion of a 
jurist of the Supreme Court, and against public 
morals and conscience, is, indeed, so remarkable 
and extraordinary that surprise gives way to 
astonishment.

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THE GRAND JURY ADJOURNED. 


AND PEOPLE WONDER IF POLITICS HAD 


ANYTHING TO DO WITH IT. 
Much comment. has been caused in Paterson, , 


N. J.,on account of the action of the, Grand. 


Jury in adjourning on Monday , 20 yp until 
after the election. At the beginning of4] 8 erm 
Judge Dixon charged the Grand Jury stiGngly 
on the subject of reported official corruption in 
certain departments of the City Government. 
The Grand Jury set resolutely to work to in- 
vestigate the rumors which had been rife for 
some time and certain details which haa been 
Jaid bare in the columns of the Paterson Press, 
showing how certain Aldermen and School 
Commissioners had apparently been profiting 
by their official positions. Most of the incrim- 
inated officials were Democrats, and so were @ 
majority of the Grand Jury, but that aid not 
seem to influence the disposition of the latter to 
ferret out and expose corruption, no matter 
where it hit. 

When that body came into court on Monday 
with sixty-five bills, and it was learned that no 
indictments had been found against any of the 
public officers with whose names rumor had 
been busy, there was much curiosity mani- 
fested to know the reason. And when it was 
found that action on these matters had been 
deferred until the day after election, people 
began to ask if politicos had anything to do with 
such action. And when it was whispered that 
the prosecutor had advised the Grand Jury 
against finding any indictments in these cases 
at least for the present, public dpinion was still 
more strongly convinced that there was ‘ poli- 
tics in it.” 

One of the officials whose indictment had 
been attempted is a Democratic Alderman with 
@® tremendous He song D in his ward, but it has 
been rumored that he is against Abbett, not 
because he dislikes Abbett or his methods, but 
because he dislikes nis managers in Passaic 
County. Another is a Republican Alderman 
who is a power in his ward on election day and 
whom it would be desirable to keep quiet in the 
interest of Mr. Abbett. Two others are 
Democratic School Commissioners, who are 
sound on Abbett. Two others whose 
names have been freely bandied about in 
connection with a certain coal contract are 
Federal officials, who are said to be unsound as 
regards the Abbett managers in Paterson. 
The Prosecutor is an able and talented young 
Irishman, who was appointed by Mr. Abbett, 
and he has made one of the best Prosecutors the 
county has ever known; but last Fall he be- 
came, not altogether of his own motion, recog- 
nized as the ‘*boss” of the Passaic County 
Democracy, and there has been almost a stam- 
pede of American and old Jersey Dutch Demo- 
crats in Passaic County from Abbett in conse- 
quence. 

There is every indication that the aye | will 
give upward of 2,000 Republican majority 
against Abbett, largely because of disaffection 
with the party management, and it is thought 
by many that this fact has led to the extraordi- 
nary attempt to swing the influence of the 
Grand Jury and the Prosecutor's offive into poll- 
tics. The Paterson Press asks: 

“Ts it true, as has been so often stated on the 
streets of late, that Mr. Gourley would not dare to 
move certain indictments against city officers if 
these indictments were found? Is it possible that 
@ committee of the Board of Aldermen can buy a 
horse for $300 after this same horse has been re- 
jected as unsound when it was offered for $200, and 
that there is no law to prevent such reckless waste 
of the taxpayers’ money?”

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BELIEVED TO HAVE BEEN MURDERED. 
Coroner Everitt of Jamaica, L. I., began last 
evening the inquest in the case of Leo Bolinger, 
who was found dead at Armbruster’s Hotel, 
Richmond Hill, Monday morning. The evidence 
showed that Bolinger, who boarded at the 
hotel, was one of a crowd who remained late 
in its barroom Sunday night. The Armpbrusters, 
who refused to supply the District Attorney 
with any names of Bolinger’s companions, de- 
nied that there was any trouble among the 


carousers, and insisted that when Bolinger went 
to bed he was sound and well. Ernest Wiedner, 
Armbruster’s son-in-law, said that he slept that 
night with Bolinger, who, at5in the morning, 
was still asleep, 

Dr. P. M. Wood testified that he found a hole 
aninch in diameter behind Bolinger’s left ear 
when he examined the body, the skull being 
imbedded in the brain. When the Coroner ar- 
rived at the house the body had been carefully 
dressed, the face washed and the hair combed, 
and no blood was visible anywhere about the 
body. Detective Ashmead, who has been in- 
vestigating the case, is certain that there was a 
fight in the saloon and that Bolinger was struck 
and killed with a blunt instrument. He claims 
to have found a witness named John Lucas, 
who called at Armbruster’s Sunday night, and, 
when he asked fora package of tobacco, was 
told by Mrs. Armbruster, who was up stairs at 
pas ce to wait until she “had wiped up the 
blood.’ 

John Mulligan, who works at Lalance & Gros- 
jean’s factory and lives at Clarenceville, anda 
Edward Fields have been arrested in connec- 
tlon with the affair.

A COMPROMISE OF 30 PER.CENT. OF- 
FERED BUT NOT ACCEPTED. 


The Eastern creditors of Solomon Bennett, a 
big oclothier and jobber of Peoria, Ill, who 
‘failed on Sept. 24 for $365,000, met yesterday 
“afternoon at the Metropolitan Hotel. The 
meeting was naturally a stormy one, but, on 
‘the whole, rather more satisfactory than such 
events usually are. The Western creditors, 
largely Chicago and Peoria people, with 
alleged claims against Bennett of $150,000, 
formed a pool. Lawyer Isaac Levinson, 
representing this ‘‘combine,” met the Nastern 
creditors with the proposition of a‘gettlement on 
& 30-per-cent. basis, he New-York ‘creditors 
are owed $160,000, and at first refused to enter- 
tain the 30-per-cent, idea. Out of the fifty New- 
York and New-England creditors thirty-seven 
were present yesterday. With the exception of 
ex-Judge ee who represents some minor 
claims, the thirty-seven agreed to accept the 
Proposition of the Western people. 

The Mechanics and Traders’ Bank of this city 
holds $16,000 worth of Bennett’s paper. The 
Norwich (Conn.) bank is acreditor for $27,000. 
The representatives of both institutions left the 
Meeting before its adjournment and without 
signifying any intention of accepting the com- 
promise offered. The heaviest New-York cred- 
itors are Nathan Brothers, $10,000; Schaefilin 
& Co., $15,000; Talcott & Co,, $7,000; Sin 
heimer, Levenson & Co., $5,000, and H. B. 
Claflin & Co., $3,000. Besides these there is an 
army of smaller localfirms bemoaning the 
Peoria failure. Another meeting of the Eastern 
creditors will be held in a few days. 


RICHMOND'S OANDIDATES. 
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DEMOCRATIC COUNTY CONVENTION AT 
STAPLETON, &. I. 


The Richmond County Democrats held their 
convention yesterday afternoon in the German 
Club Rooms, Richmond road, Stapleton, 8. L, 
and nominated county officers. 

The convention was called to order by Ohair- 
man John J. Kenny. Thomas W. Fitzgerald and 
Michael Collins acted as Secretaries. On mo- 
tion of Supervisor Edward P. Doyle the conven- 
tion proceeded to make nominations for member 
of Assembly.

It takes from 1,000 to 1,560 volts of contin- 
nous current to kill, and such pressure is never 
employed by the Edison Company, nor isit pos- 
sible to produce it from the apparatus used by 
it. Moreover, the Edison system as used in 
New-York and other large cities has always 
been carried entirely under ground.

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ELECTRIC LIGHT DECISION 


JUDGE. ANDREWS SUSTAINS 
THE COMPANIES. 
HE BELIEVES IN THEIR VESTED RIGHTS 
AND CONTINUES THE INJUNCTION 
AGAINST THE SUBWAY BOARD. 


Judge Andrews, in Supreme Court, Chambers, 
yesterday rendered his decision in the electric 
light cases, continuing the temporary injunc- 
tion restraining the city from interfering with 
the wires of the United States Illuminating Com- 
pany pending the trial of the action for a per- 
manent injunction. This decision, of course, pro- 
tects the other electric light companies as well as 
the plaintiff company. The decision of Judge An- 
drews, which embraces about thirteen thousand 
words, or seven columns of THE TIMES, recites 
very fully the history of the cage, the law creat- 
ing and governing the companies and the Board 
of Electrical Control, and the evidence adduced 
by both sides onthe hearing. Ho then proceeds 
to say: 


The question to be decided is whether such tem- 
porary injunction should be continued until the 
action can be tried at the regular special Term. 
Upon the papers before me serious questions both 
of law and fact are presented. The defendants 
claim that after the passage of said act of 1887 no 
telegraph, telephone, or electric wires could be con- 
tinued or maintained in thia city without permis- 
sion of said board or its immediate p ecessour, the 
Board of Commissioners of Klectrical Subways, and 
that as the plaintiff has not obvained such permis- 
sion, tho present board has the absolute power to 
compel the instantaneous removal of all such poles 
and wires without regard to whether such wires 
are or are not unsafe; thatif it has not such power 
it has power to regulate the use of wires, and ander 
such power of regulation had the mght to adopt 
said resolution, and that after the adoption of such 
resolution the Commissioner of Public Works ha 
the right to remove such wires as the expert 0 
the board declared were unsafe, uron the ground 
that such wires were unlawful obstructions of the 
streets. 

The plaintiff contends that said acts of the Legis- 
latare do not give or purport to give any such abso- 
lute power to said board, and thatif said acts did, 
in terms, give sach power, they would be unconsti- 
tutional; also, that assuming that said board bas 
power to regulate the use of wires, it has no right 
to com pel the companies to turn off the electric cur- 
rent from unsafe wires, nor has the Commissioner 
of Public Works any right to remove wires which 
said expert may pronounce unsafe. 

It does not admit of dispute upon the papers be- 
fore me that some of plaintif?s wires are imper- 
fectly insuiated, and are dangerous to life, and that 
the due protection of the public imperatively de- 
mands that such wires should be removed or made 
safe without delay. On the other hand, the plaintiff 
has vast property interests at stake, and claims 
that it always has been end is now ready aud will- 
iug to make its wires safe, if permitted to do so; 
and it strenuously insists that itis the plain duty 
of the court to continue such temporary injunction. 

When the act of 1884 was passed the plaintiff's 
poles and wires had been placed in the streets of 
this city urder and by virtue of the authority of 
the Legislature and of the Common Council, and it 
had expended large sums of money in 80 placing the 
same. it also then had undoubted authority, under 
previous laws, to place its wires under ground, but 
unforiunately the act of 1884 was so framed that it 
was claimed to be impracticable for the plaintiff and 
other similar companies to comply with its pro- 
visions. The acts of 1885 and 1887 deprived the 
plaintiff and other companies therein mentioned of 
the power to put their wires under ground without 
permission of the present Board of Electrical Con- 
trol or its predecessor, and such permission has 
never been given. 

Since the contract was made on July 27, 1886, by 
the Board of Commissioners of Electrical Subways 
with the Consolidated Telegraph and Electrical 
Subway Company for the construction of subways, 
that corporation has continuously bad and now has, 
the sole and exclusive right to construct such sub- 
ways. Since 1886, it lias not been, and is not now 
in the power of the plaintiffor other similar com- 
panies to place their wires under ground except in 
subways constructed by said Consolidated Subway 
Company. 

The total amount of subways. constructed up to 
the present time is only about eleven miles, and 
those are built in a few streets only, and the 
plaintiff and other similar companies have hun- 
dreds of miles of overhead wires in streets where 
there are no subways whatever. It does not ap- 
pear that the plaintiff or other electric light and 
power companies have any control over said con- 
svlidated Subway Company, which has the exclu. 
sive right to construct subways. Itis claimed oa 
Ddehalf of the defendants tnat, after the passage of 
the act of 1887, ail telegraph, telephonic, and elec- 
tric companies continued and maintained their poles 
and wires by the mere sufferance of ,the 
Beard of Electrical Control, and that said 
board, by refusing its permission for such 
continuance or maintenance, can without notice 
and, without making any compensation. compel all 
said companies to forthwith remove all their poles 
and wires; and it necessarily follows that if said 
boara has such power, it has the absolute right to 
destroy property of the value of many willions of 
dol'ars, invested under the express authority of the 

isiature; to wholly deprive the inhabitants of 
this city of all means of communication by tele- 
eraph or telephone, and to deprive such inhabitants 
and the city itself of the use of all éiectrical cur- 
rents for the purposes of illuminating and furnish- 
as power. 

tis impossible to sustain this claim as to the 
power of said board, for 1t is inconceivable that the 
Legislature should have intended to invest any 
board, however well constituted, with such vast 
aud unrestrained powers. 

Judge Andrews decides that the electric light 
company has the right to maintain its wires 
over head until the subways for their accommo- 
dation are completed, and fixes the responsibil- 
ity for the failure to complete the subways on 
the Subway Company, but says that the duty of 
keeping its wires properly insulated devolves 
on the plaintiff, and that permission to repair 
old wires and replace them with new and safe 
wires should be obtained from the Board of 
Electrical Control. by mandamus if refused, 
The decision ends as follows: 

My conclusion upon the whole matter is this: 
The Legislature authorized the plaintiff and similar 
companies to erect poles in the streets and string 
wires thereon to bo used for furnishing light and 
power; itsubsequently adopted laws with the view 
to having such wires placed under gronnd in con- 
duits and subways. For some roason but few of 
these conduits and subways are ready, and the 
plaintitf and other similar companies ¢annot pnt 
their wires under ground. Pending the construc- 
tion of such subways they have the right to main- 
tain their overhead wires. Some of these wires are 
undoubtedly dangerous to life and ought to be re- 
paired or removed. The Board of Electricat Con- 
trol has the right torequire the.plaintiffand similar 
companies to discontinue the use of such danger- 
ous wires, but has not the power to compel 
the plain iff and other companies to remove the 
same; the Commissioner of Public Works cannot 
remove the same without notice to the plaintiff and 
without giving it an opportunity to put its wires in 
safe condition, but can do so after giving such 
notice and a reasonabie opportunity to make re- 
pairs; the company should have such reasonabie 
opportunities to put its wires in safe condition, and 
it it does not do so, the same should be removed by 
the Commissioner of Public Worksas obstructions, 
or the matter should be laid before the Grand Jury 
of the county; in the meantime the injunction 
heretofore granted, with some modification of its 
general restrictions, should be continued until the 
triai of the action. 

If the view taken by me in this matter is 
erroneous in any respect a speedy review of my de- 
cision can be obtained by bringing the case on for 
trial at the Special Term to be held in November or 
by an appeal to the General Term from the order 
continuing the injunction, and I make it a condi- 
tion of the granting of such order that the plaintiff 
stipulate to take short notice of trial for the No- 
vew ber term, and to try the case at the first oppor- 
tunity, and also stipulate to argue the appeal from 
such order, if one shall be taken to the General 
Term, at the term which shall commence on the 
recond Monday of November. The order will be 
settled on notice. 


HOW IT IS REGARDED. 

Judge Andrews's decision is giving unmixed 
satisfaction to the Westinghouse interests. The 
Brush and United States Companies feel that 
they have won their point, but at the same time 
they feel that it is not at all politic to use their 
victory in such a way as to aggravate an already 
aroused public sentiment. 

President C. H. Jackson of the United States 
Company sald that the decision was a great 
relief to that company, and afforded an oppor- 
tunity which it had been anxious to have for a 
long time to entirely overhaul and repair its 


overhead lines in this city and replace with 
new wire of the best insulation every foot of un- 
derwriters’ wire on its system. 

**Both the United States and the Brush Com- 
pany have, since the original injunction was 
granted,” said he, ‘been busily engaged with 
an extra force of men in putting up all the new 
wire waich the factories of the country could 
supply, and have already removed over half of 
their underwriters’ wire, and substituted wire 
of the very highest quality of insulation in its 
place, regardiess of expense. Both companies 
plan to use their pew circuits. which they knew 
to be safe, but will not use any of their old cir- 
ouits until they, too, have been replaced by new 
wire of the bighest insulation. The Brush and 
the United States Company are spending over 
$100,000 in the interest of public safety in put- 
ting up an expensive system uf new wires, 
which they hope will have to be taken down 
‘within the next two years and subways prv- 
vided for them.” 

Pauli D. Cravath, the lawyer who directly 
represents the United States Company, and haa 
really had generai charge of the interests of all 
the alternating current corporations, said: 
“* The decision fully sustains the position which 
the companies feit it their duty to take, and at 
the same time affords ample protection to the 

ublic. It ought also to be satisfuctory tu the 
Board of Electrical Control, as the Judge's 
opinion gives a viear statement of the authority 
oF the board over overhead wires, wich has 
been needed for a long time.” 

Edward Lauterbach, who is counsel for the 
Subway Construction Company, said he had 
not read the decision, butits substance had been 
stated to him. He thought it could not affect in 
poy way either the rights of the construction 
company or the progress of the work of putting 
the wires under ground under its contract. 

Electrical Expert Wheeler declared that un- 
der the decision all that he couid do now was 
to hunt for defective wires and then ete! & to 
the companies that such wires were defective. 
“We have already found about 5,000 such 
cases,” he said, “and they will be at once re-

ALDERMEN TAKE ACTION, 

In view of the necessity of getting the elec- 
tris light wires under ground as soon as possi- 
ble, the Aldermen yesterday passed a resolution 
granting the Board of Public Works permission 
to issue permits or to extend the limit of those 
already issued for streets or avenues to be 
opened for subway construction for a continu. 
ous distance of not more than fifteen hundred 
teet in any one place until Dec. 15. 


GOBBLING UP A RIVAL. 


THE THOMPSON-HOUSTON SWALLOW THE 
BENTLEY-KNIGHT. 


The application of Charles M. How, a stock- 
holder of the Bentley-Knignt Electric Railway 
Company, for the annulment of that corpora- 
tion’s charter, which was presented before the 
Attorney General at Albany yesterday, 1s likely 
to bring out the facts with reference to another 
step in the direction of consolidating all the 
electric interests which are opposed to Mr. Edi- 
son. A few days ago the announcement was 
sent out by the Associated Press that the 
Thompson-Houston Company had bought out 
the Brush concern. This was afterward denied, 
but no attempt has becn made on the part of 
either company to deny that negotiations look- 
ing to the above object are going on. Now Mr. 


How’s application charges that the Thompson- 
Houston corporation has already got a majority 
of the Bentley-Knight stock, and is using its 
control to “freeze out” the other stockholders. 

George C. Coffin, counsel for Mr. How, who is 
himself a resident of the State of Massachu- 
setts, was asked by a TIMES reporter yesterday 
concerning the bearing of this application on 
the general question of electrical consolidation 
and the still more general issue affecting the 
protection of a minority of stockholders in a 
corporation. He said: 

“The Bentley-Knight Company was organized 
in 1884, under the general wanufacturing pro- 
visions of the law of 1848. It controls to-day 
the patents on all practicable systems of elec- 
tric railroad using the underground conduit, 
The Thompson- Houston Company, on the other 
hand, runs ‘electric railroads with overbead 
wires. It has one in operation In Cincinnati. 
The Bentley-Knight Company, as usual in such 
cases, paid over all its stock for patents 
and property when first incorporated. 
Tais was to make it all technically ‘paid-up’ 
stock. A certain proportion of it was then 
contributed to the company and resold in the 
market. My client bought 100 sbares at 50, 
paying, of course, $5,00U. Then, in 1888, it 
was discovered that the big contract nee 0p- 
plies on the West_End Road in Boston, largely 
operated by the Bentley-Knight system, which 
the company had expected to yet, had been 
given to the Thompson-Houston concern. This 
left the Bentley-Knight corporation in bad 
shape. It had wany debts, and among its cred- 
itoras was the Thompson-Houston. hat com- 
pany very generously advanced to the Bentley- 
Knight people $100,000 without collateral to 
meet all debts except what was due to itself. 
Shortly afterward it appeared that $670,000 of 
the $1,000,000 total amount of Bentley-Knight 
stock had been transferred to the Thompson- 
Houston Company, and stood in its name. 

“Then, about two months ago, the works at 
25 and 27 Tenth-avenue were practically closed 
down, and, naturally enough, the other stock- 
holders, who bad paid hard cash for their stock, 
began to feel that they bad been frozen out. 
This appiication to Attorney General Tabor is 
made for the purpose of seeing whether there is 
really any way of protecting a minority of 
stockholders from the destruction of the prop- 
erty which they are interested in by a rival 
concern which has succeeded in getting hold of 
@ majority of stock.” 

The Thompson- Houston people, on the other 
hand, claim that the stock they hold in the 
Bentley-Knight Company was all bought aud 
paid forin cash outside of the $100,000 ad- 
vanced. and they bave no intention of destroy- 
ing the bueiness. On the other hand, they in- 
sist that the Bentley-Knizht paterts will be 
more valuable in their hands than they could 
be otherwise, and that while tnere has been 
more or less reduction of expenses at the estab- 
lishment on Tenth-avenue, no general shut- 
down has occurred.

THE FEEKS JURY’S VERDICT. 


VARIOUS SENSIBLE RECOMMENDATIONS 
MADE. 


The jury in the Feeks investigation was 
locked up from noon until 4 o’clock yesterduy 
in Room 21, City Hall, preparing their verdict. 
Their finding was as expected—weak, so far as 
a verdict is concerned, and necessarily so, 
but with such recommendations as would nat- 
urally be looked for from sv solid a body of 
men. 

The verdist can be summed up as follows: 
ThatJobn E. H. Feeks met his death from an 
electric shock “ caused by contact with a West- 


ern Union telegraph or Metropolitan telephone 
wire, which wire we believe to have been 
crossed or otherwise in contact with an electric 
light wire, probably a wire of the Brush Elec- 
tric Light Company or the United States Illumi- 
nating Company.” 

The tinding goes on to say: 


“We also find that the system of overhead wires, 
as at present operated in this city, isa constant 
menace tothe lives and property of the citizens, 
and that electric wires, whether eyes | low 
or high tension, should be thoroughly insulated. 
“That the limemen of the telegraph and telephone 
companies, as well as all electric light companies, 
should be imperatively required to wear rubber 
gloves and to use iusulated instruments while 
working upon the lines. 

“We condemn the use of the wire known as the 
underwriter wire, and recommend its immediate 
replacement with properly-insulated wires. 

“In view of this accident and of the danger from 
the overhead electric light wires, which this inves- 
tigation has shown to exist in this city, we make 
the following recommendations: 

“That the subways should be extended with all 
possible dispatch until ali wires in the city, both 
trunk linea and branches, are placed under ground. 

“That while such subways are being provided 
wires transmitting high-tension currents shonld 
not be suspeniied upon the same poles with tele- 
graph and telephone wires. 

“That a licensing board be appointed by some 
proper authority and maintained by the various 
companies turnishing electricity which shall grant 
permits only to men who have passed an examina- 
tion proving themselves competent to intelligently 
perform the hazardous duties of linemen. 

“That we are convinced that the present antago- 
nism between the Soard of Electrical Control and 
the corporations supplying electricity is such as to 
prevent the safe conduct of electric business in 
this city, and we recommend On the one hana that 
these corporations exercise more readiness to obey 
the reasonable regulations of the board, and that, 
on the o: her hand, the board enforce its rules with 
greater regard for the vast amount of capital in- 
vested and with a particular view of previding for 
the public the very best service.” 





A RICH ICE MAN 1N TROUBLE. 

Ransom Parker, who conducts an ice business 
at 380 West Eleventh-street, has icehouses on 
the Hudson at Castleton and Rondout, and is 
credited with an income of $100,000 a year, 
was arrested yesterday charged by Edward J. 
Adams, cashier of the White Star Line, with de- 
livering the company only twenty-six tons of 


ice on an order for forty-two tons and making 
an overcharge of $53 by collecting for the 
amount ordered. Parker accuses men whom he 
discharged from his employ with conspiring to 
have him arrested, and one of the men says 
that when he was working for Parker hé used 
to make out the bills and always overcharged 
customers. Parker was released at the Tombs 
under $2,000 bail, furnished by H. A, Kohler, 
liquor dealer at 4 John-street.

THE BOARD OF ESTIMATE CUTS DOWN 
MANY OF THE ESTIMATES, 


The estimates of the Police Department were 
taken up yesterday by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment. Commissioners Voorhis, 
McClave, Martin, and MacLean were present. 
They asked for $4,824,265, the amount allowed 
for 1889 having been $4,486,250 94, Thirty- 
four thousand dollars of the increase asked for 
was due to a proposed raise of $200 each in 
the salaries of 170 roundsmen. This was struck 
out, and so was an item for $90,000 intended to 
cover the salaries of newly-appointed officers 
and other increases. Sixty thousand dollars 
was asked for new sites for station houses, and 
$20,000 was allowed. Fifty thousand dollars 
was asked for the placing of wires in the sub- 


Ways and $15,000 was allowed, and $5,000 was 
cut off trom the estimate for a new station 
house in the fwenty-sixth Precinct. The total 
amount was reduced to $4,616,515. 

Some of the allowances made were $4,293,- 
786 tor the unitormed force, $90,240 for the 
clerical force and telegraphers, $90,189 for sup- 
rege Inciuding putting wires under ground, 

30, for altering and repairing station 
houses, $75,000 for the new station house in 
the Twenty-sixth Precinct, $20,000 for new site 
near Second-avenue and Eigntieth-street, and 
$3,800 tor rentals. 

John J. O’Brien, Chief of the Bureau of Elec- 
tions, sent a communication asking for $168 for 
clerks and inspectors at each of the 1, 
polling places, or a total of $171,192. Also, 
$35,565 for the rentals of polls, $5,000 for him- 
self, and $2,000 for a clerk. The communica- 
tion was uddressed to the Board of Estimate 
und Apportionment, and Mayor Grant refused 
to receive it, as addressed, and ordered its re- 
turn to Mr, O’Brien. He requested the Police 
Commissioners to make out a new estimate for 
their expenses and present it to the board as a 
regular part of the department's. estimate. 
Heretofore the board nas passed on Mr. 
O’Brien’s estimate, but Mayor Grant thougbt 
rong the Police Department should include it in 

ts list. 

The Com missioners of Accounts were allowed 
$27,500, and tben the figures from sheriff 
Fiack’s office were taken up. The Mayor asked 
for these sums himself last year. Under Sheriff 
Sexton, for Mr. Flack, asked for $82,800, but 
the board only allowed the same figure ob- 
tained by Sheriff Grant last year—$65,700—bat 
itis probabie that the allowance tor serving 
jury notices under the new law will be in- 
creased, 

While on the subject of losses entailed in this 
work Mayor Grani said: “I lost $5,000 myself 
by the operation when I was Sherft.” 

Register Sievin asked for $142,950 and the 
board allowed $122,000, besides $22,000 for 
copying records.

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GIANTS ARE CHAMPIONS 


THEY DEFEAT BROOKLYN SIX 
GAMES TO THREE. 
THE DECIDING CONTEST WAS WON 
YESTERDAY BY A SCORE OF THREE 
TO ONE. 


New-Yorkers ought to feel proud of their 
baseball nine. The Giants have once more 
proved their supremacy in diamond field mat- 
ters and again claim the distinction of being 
the world’s champions. It is the highest 
honor that can be bestowed upon a baseball 
club, and was won yesterday when the New- 
Yorks finished the series with Brooklyn, Asin 
the last five games which were won by the 
Giants, the latter showed their superiority at all 
points, especially in team work. For atime the 
Brooklyns looked like winners, but- the Giants 
made spurts in the sixth and seventh innings 
and changed defeat to victory. 

The Giants’ friends are not confined to the 
metropolis. Gen. Dixwel) of Boston, the king 
of enthusiasts, has been an ardent admirer of 
our players for years past, and he came here to 
Witness the deciding games with Brooklyn. As 
soon as the New-Yorks won yesterday, he went 
to the clubhouse and presented each of the 
players with pretty scarfpins. In making the 
presentation he said that he admired skill, 
gameness, and honesty, and he _ felt 
certain that the New-York players pos- 
sessed all these elements. He spoke of 
the drawbacks that the New-Yorks had to con- 
tend against this season, and he declared that, 
tor various reasons, greaterncredit is due the 
Giants than if they had wonunder ordinary 
circumstances. The boys accepted the,gifts 
gracefully, and gave three hearty cheers for 
Gen. Dixwell and three more for the “boss 
rooter,” Nick Engel. The genial Nick blushed 
like a schoolgiri, and declared thut he was 
proud to know the Giants. 

As regards the game, while the score, 3 to 2, 
was & close one, New-York won easily. Brook- 
lyn held a lead of l run tor five innings. This 
didn’t disturb the Giants. They kept plodding 
along until an opportunity presented itself, 
and then they went to the front. Ward scored 
the run that made the score even, andin doing 
so he made one of those efforts for which the 
clever short stop is peculiar. O’Day pitched a 
good game of ball. He is more than an ordinary 
pitcher, and with plenty of practice he wiil 
hoid his own against some of the cracks. Only 
tour hits were made off him, and two of these 
were secured in the first inning. As the game 
Wore on, he appeared to grow stronger. His 
speed, if anything, increased, and his work in the 
Jast inning was better than that of the first.

AN UNUSUAL QUANTITY FLOATING IN 


THE PATHWAY OF NAVIGATION, 


Reports of dangerous wrecks and pieces of 
wreckage drifting about in the path of vessels 
bound to and from this port are coming in with 
great frequency.

COFFEER—Cables from all sources were of a de 
pressing tenor—trom Europe of lower and unset- 
tled markets on freer offerings, (London discredit- 
ing the recentiy-reduced crop estimates, as coming 
from interested speculative honses,) and from 
Brazil of an increased movement of very low grade 
product to the ports of outlet, and expectations of 
reer deliveries to the ports in November, with 
corresponding weakness, And here, under a press- 
ure of selling orders, (partly, it was said, in tne

DEAR SIRS: 

We have examined your communication of Oat, 
25, 1889, in which ,you advise the holders of the 
Consolidated Mortgage 7 per cent. bonds of the 
Misaouri, Kansas and Texss Hailway Company 
against accepting the proposition made to them by 
the Railway Company and approved by this Com- 
mittee. 

Your object is doubtless to secure the best pos- 
sible result for the interests you represent, Our 
object is to secure the best possible result for all 
Classes of securities. A perfect understanding of 
the resources of the property and of the relative 
rights of the parties ought to harmonize these two 
objects. We beg leave to call your attention to 
some statements contained in your communication 
which are manifestly incorreot, 

You state that the holders of the “sevens” are 
called upon to give up 2 per cent. interest per an- 
num upon their honds. Thisis hardly a just state- 
ment of the fact. The alternative offered to the 
“sevens” is not a choice between receiving 7 per 
cent, on their bonds and the acceptance of the plan, 
butit is achoico between taking what they can get 
atthe point of the sword, as the result of a hostile 
foreclosure, and the acceptance of the plan. The 
foreclosure will give them only that portion of the 
property to which their mortgage applies; but it 
will not give them their interest at 7 per cent. per 
annum. Itwill give them only what they can get 
out of its operation under the conditions existing 
at the dismemberment of the system. 

You say that the “sevens” are offered nothing in 
exchange for such sacrifice as they may consent to 
make, beyond priority of interest over all other 
bonds for five years, and that it is not stated how 
this priority is to be secured. You will find in the 
plan that, as to all other bonds proposed to be issued, 
@ condition 1s ta be aflixed by which foreclosure 
cannot be enforced by any default on such other 
bonds which may occur during the five yeara. This 
condition leaves the entire net earnings of the road 
applicable to the payment of the interest on the 
proposed “fives.” The amount required for this jn- 
terest is nine hundred thousand dollars, ($900,000;) 
the estimate of the net earnings is over two mil- 
ions, while the system is retained in its integrity; 
and they would, under no conceivable circum. 
stances, be insufficient to meet this interest. In 
addition to this priority, the “sevens” are offered a 
fifty-year gola bond at 5 per cent., while the de- 
faulted bonds which they hold had but sixteen 
years to run before foreclosure proceedings were in- 
stituted for the sale of the road and the payment of 
the principal. . 

You say that for overdue interest the holders of 
the “ sevens” are to receive in cash 34 per cent., in 
4 per cent. bonds 34 percent. and the baiance in 
preferred stock. This is not quite accurate. The 
balance of intereatin arrears to June 1, 1890, re- 
ferred to would be 913 per cent. Theoffer is to pay 
14 percent. in preferred stock, or (stated in dol- 
lars) to give $140 in preferred stock ior $98 38 of 


arrears of interest. 


You state that the major part of the earnings of 
this railroad is derived from the operation of that 
Ppartof the property upon which the 7 per cent. 
bonds are a first lien. The mileage covered by the 
“gevens” is 786 miles; the mileage covered by the 
general consolidated mortgage, south of Denison, is 
856 miles, The existing earnings are the result of 
the system in its integrity as now operated. The 
result of such dismemberment can only be deter- 
mined by those entirely familiar with the territory 
served by the respective portions of the railroad, 
with the nature of its traffic ana with the condi- 
tions of independence existing between such por- 
tions of railroad. 

We prefer to rely for a decision of this question 
on the reports of the receivers and the Superin- 
tendentand manager of the road. The opinion of 
allof these gentlemen is that the dismemberment 
of the system will result disastrousiy to all its 
parte, and that a fuli proportion of such loss will 
fail upon that portion of the railroad which is cov- 
ered by your mortgage. 

Mr, J. J. Frey is the General Superintendent of 
the receivers and has for many years been con- 
necied with the operation of the railroad. The fol- 
lowing is an extract from a statement under oath 
made by him within a year in one of the pending 
litigations; 

“Tam familiar with the country through which 
the lines of the Missouri, Kansas aod Texas Rail- 
way pass, and the railway systems whioh 16 crosses 
and intersects, and it is my deliberate judgment 
that to separate the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
Railway at Denison would be destructive to the in- 
terests of the railway and especially to that part of 
it north ef Denison. The Texas lines are vitally 
important to the lines north of Denison. If tke 
Texas lines did not belong to the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas Railway it would not receive anything 
like the north and south bound business which it 
now receives. The Texas lines pass through rich, 
populous, and fertile counties in the State of Texas, 
aud there is a large and rapidly-growing business 
passing from the lines of the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas Railway north of Denison into Texas and a 
large and profitable business from the lines in Texas 
to the lines north of Denison.” 

The General Traffic Manager, Mr. J. Waldo, ina 
letter dated June 5, 1889, says: 

“The conviction grows upon me daily that the 
Southern Division has been neglected, particularily 
in not getting advantage of its long haul. This we 
are trying to remedy as far as possible at the pres- 
ent time. Erelong this portion of the road will be 
able to show to interested parties that it is equal in 
earning capacity to that portion north of Denison. 
I think it is alsomanifest that a fair adjustment of 
revenne earned wilt give itan equal rate per mile 
now.”’ 

In the face of these statements can it be safely as- 
sumed that the property on which the7 per cent- 
bonds are a first lien will earn, after dismember- 
ment, 7 per cent. on these bonds and pay up the ac- 
cumulations of interest in arrears? Can it besafely 
assumed that it will even earn 5 per cent? 

You again refer in this portion of your communi. 
cation tothe receipt of 7 per cent. per annum on 
your bonds a3 an assured fact; but the estimate of 
earnings upon which you base this assurance is an 
estimate which’ rests entirely on the retention of 
the system in its integrity and has no application to 
the result of ahostile dismemberment. Butift the 
facts were as you Claim, and the portion of the rail- 
road you threaten to take were able to earn as much 
as you claim, the utmost limit of your recevery 
through a foreclosure sale would be par and inter- 
est for your bonds. The terms of your mortgage 
prescribed that on a decree of foreclosure the prop- 
erty shall be sold and the proceeds applied to the 
paymentot your bonds, The offer which has been 
made to the ‘‘sevens” is, in our judgment, substan- 
tially the eguivalent of par and interest for your 
bonds. 

You refer to the fact that the bonded indebted- 
ness, under the 6 per cent. consolidated mortgage, 
amounts to about thirty-five thousand dollars per 
mile. The amount is somewbat above the actual 
figure, which is under $33,500, bat you omit to 
state th :t nearly ten uullion dollars of this indebt- 
edness has been eaused by funding obligations 
given to secure arrears of unearned interest which 
accrued on the consolidated sevens when that por- 
tien of the road was operated separately, and which 
have been converted into bonds issued under the 
general consolidated mortgage. 

You conclude by recommending strongly to yeur 
coustituents to strengthen your hands so as to en- 
able you to take possession of the property which 
secures your mortgagé. This result, we are advised, 
can only be reached by decree of foreclosure and by 
asaloat whicn yeu will be the highest bidder. 
The suit for foreclosure was commeuced in August, 
1888 The bil of complaint in its proposed 
amended form has not yet been tiled. The questions

The undersigned, acting as committee in your be- 
half, have considered the plan of reorganization 
formulated by the Executive Committee of the Rail- 
way Company, and regret that they are unable 
to recommend it to you for accepiance. 

Under it you are called upon to give up 2 per 
cent. interest per annum pon your bonds, receiv- 
ing nothing in exchange beyond priority of interest 
over all other bonds for five years, but how even 
thig is to be seoured to you is not stated. 

For your overdue interest to June 1, 1889, 
amounting to 164s per cent., you are to receive in 
cash 34, per cent., in 4 per cent. bonds 34g per cent., 
and the balance in preferred stock. 

The plan contemplates fixed charges of $2,074,- 
820. Inasmuch 4s the major part of the earnings is 
derived from the operation of that part af the prop- 
erty upon which your bonds are a first lien, it would 
seem that, if reliance can be placed ppon this esti- 
mate of net earnings, no sufficient reason is offered 
why you should forego your full rate of interest of 
seven percent. Recognizing, however, the desir- 
ability of maintaining the property, if possible, in 
its integrity, your Committee have been and still 
are in favor of recommending to you that you 
should forego a portion of the agreed rate of seven 
per cent, upon your bonds, provided you could obtain 
such additional security as would be a reasonable 
equivalent for the sacrifice, and provided, also, that 
something in lieu of the diminution of interest 
should be given te you in junior securities, which 
would inure to your benefit in case of future in- 
crease in the earning capacity of the property. 

The six and five per cent. bonds issued under the 
six per cent. consolidated mortgage amount to atleast 
$365,000 per mile, involving a payment for interest 
much larger than can be counted upon with safety. 
To command confidence in its stability, a plan of re- 
organization should reduce absolute fixed charges 
to a pointfairly within the earning capacity of the 
Toad at all times, leaving the difference to be repre- 
sented by an income bond or preferred stock, the 
interest or dividends upon which wonld only be 
paid if earned, 

If no arrangement can be arrived at upon thie 
basis, it is manifestly for your interest to take the 
property which secures your mortgage, for which 
purpose we recommend you to sign the requisite 
papers empowering the UNION TRUST OOM. 
PANY OF NEW-YORK to demand possession as 
your Trustee, copies of which may be had at the 
office of the Trust Company, No. 73 Broadway, 
New-York, 

Over SIX MILLION DOLLARS of the SEVEN 
PHR CENT. BONDHOLDERS have already fol- 
lowed the recommendation of the Committee and 
signed the papers required by the mortgage, and it 
needs but one million and a half dollars of bonds 
more to enable the Trustee to act. 

Itis obviously the course of wisdom for you to 
strengthen the hands of your Trustee, and if pos- 
sible place it in possession of the property, thereby 
insuring, pending foreclosure proceedings, the ap- 
plication toward the payment of interest upon your 
bonds of the net earnings, which have been diverted 
by the Receivers to the improvement and con- 
straction of the Texas portion of the road not in- 
cluded under your mortgage, and finally enabling 
your Trustee, when the sale is made, either to buy 
in the property for you or to sell it for your benefit 
at its real value.
